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TRAIN bosses have been forced 
to remove 18 carriages from the 
celebrated high-speed rail link 
after it failed to generate enough 
demand from passengers. 

The revelations - confirmed by Southeastern 
- will come as a bitter blow to politicians who 
hailed the new service a huge success after 
the full timetable was launched in December. 

Although passenger demand had been high 
in some parts of the county, the north Kent line 
has remained unpopular, despite railway min¬ 
ister Chris Mole claiming in a debate earlier

in the year that one-in-three journeys from 
that area were taken on High Speed 1 (HS1). 

But this week it was revealed that three 
trains - each made up of six £1 million car¬ 
riages - have been taken off the north Kent 
line due to lack of demand. 

Southeastern admitted this was down to a 
slower uptake in the area, blaming the short 
length of time the service had been available. 

A spokesman said: “North Kent didn’t have 
a preview like other areas so it has it has only 
been running from there for four months. 


“In Ashford, for example, the service has 
been running for almost a year.” 

He admitted the firm had to remove 18 
carriages from the line to match the number 
of people using the service, but claimed the 
carriages are used on a rota basis. 

Only six carriages are needed to accommo¬ 
date passengers travelling from Broadstairs to 
St Pancras, which takes 93 minutes and stops 
at a number of stations including Birchington, 
Whitstable, the Medway towns and Ebbsfleet. 

The spokesman added: “We regularly 
review the length of all 2,000 services we run

every day and always look to match the length 
of trains to passenger demand.” 

When the new timetable was revealed in 
December, Southeastern said it would provide 
passengers with more than 200 extra trains per 
day and boost capacity by five per cent. 

But rail users in north Kent soon found high¬ 
er speeds were only used once the trains 
reached Ebbsfleet, meaning passengers had 
slower travel for the majority of the trip, despite 
paying around £8 extra per day. 

Although Mr Mole claimed it was too early to 
judge the merits of the service, 2,000 angry pas¬ 
sengers signed a petition set up by accounts 
manager Jon Nicholson, from Herne, calling for 
the reduced non-high-speed services to Victoria 
and Cannon Street to be fully reinstated. 

Supporters of the campaign claimed the con¬ 
tinuous delays and cancellations on the 
Southeastern service had led to problems in 
their professional and personal lives. 

They also argued the reduced conventional 
services were overcrowded as people snubbed 
HS1.

Gale backed the petition. He told Kent on 
Sunday he was furious with the way the service 
had been handled. 

“No-one is using the high-speed train - it only 
travels at a high speed once it reaches 
Ebbsfleet, yet passengers are charged a lot 
more for using it,” he said. “Commuters instead 
have to travel like cattle on the original services.” 

Mr Gale said many commuters have to walk 
five minutes to the tube station from St Pancras 
before catching a train to another part of London, 
adding up to 20 minutes to the journey. 

He added: “The total extra cost for using the 
HS1 is around £13 including a Tube ticket. It’s 
an absolute scandal. 

“I would like to see - not in three years and 
not in months, but immediately - a cut in fares 


to reflect the poor standard of service, a return 
to sensible timetabling of trains to destinations 
that travellers wish to reach, an end to short- 
form trains and an end to skipping stations.” 

Officials at County Hall welcomed the HS1 
and are planning major developments centred 
on the service, revealed in January by council 
leader Cllr Paul Carter and world-renowned 
architect Sir Terry Farrell. 

But Cllr Nick Chard, cabinet member for envi¬ 
ronment, highways and waste, admitted there 
were always going to be winners and losers. 

“What we are trying to do now is improve the 
service for places such as north Kent by work¬ 
ing with Southeastern and user groups,” he 
said. 

“We have to be the honest broker and try and 
improve the service for everyone.” 

Vince Lucas, service delivery director at 
Southeastern, said an additional 4,000 passen¬ 
gers were using HS1. 

He added: “Timetable changes, like the one 
we saw in December, take up to three years for 
all the positive benefits to be realised.” 

There are currently 29 high-speed trains, 
each formed by six or 12 carriages. 


Parties in battle over 
latest crime figures

A LEADING Tory has called for 
police officers to be “set free” to do 
their jobs as minor crime falls 
across the county. 

Statistics released by Kent Police last week 
showed a 12 per cent drop in crime - 14,855 
fewer recorded incidents - in the past year. 

Burglary offences fell by 8.4 per cent 
(1,124); total theft offences reduced by 7.6 per 
cent (2,206); and criminal damage dropped by 
18.7 per cent (5,460). 

While politicians from all parties were 
pleased with the drop, Tory candidate for 
North Thanet Roger Gale, a former special 
constable, said changes are still needed. 

Mr Gale, who controversially called for cap¬ 
ital punishment to be reinstated to deal with 
knife crime, said police were frustrated by the 
bureaucracy within their profession. 

“It’s all getting far too complicated,” he said. 

“Quite simply, there needs to be more visi¬ 
bility on the streets. Instead they spend much 
of their time doing paperwork, which is heav¬ 
ily duplicated. For example, a Stop form, 
which is just for stopping a person, not 
searching them, takes seven minutes to fill 
in. Or, if an officer arrests someone for being 
drunk and disorderly or for drink driving, 
this takes them off the beat for five hours.

‘We need to set them free to do their jobs.” 
Mr Gale said the figures for Kent were rel¬ 
atively consistent, but violent crimes, anti¬ 
social behaviour, and drug and alcohol-relat¬ 
ed crimes were still prevalent. 

He also echoed David Cameron’s words 
that Britain had become a “broken society’. 

The Tory leader claimed violent crime was 
not falling nationally and that family break¬ 
down must be tackled to help deal with the 
problem. 

His comments were called “claptrap” by 
Home Secretary Alan Johnson, who claimed 
Mr Cameron was not telling the truth. 

But Mr Gale said communities made up of 
broken homes were not healthy for society 
and violent crime was a cause for concern. 


He also claimed the relaxation of licensing 
laws and cheap alcohol in supermarkets were 
fuelling the problem with young people 
drinking and causing trouble. 

“Perception is everything,” he said. 
“Visibility of police is so important. People 
need to feel safe. If they are scared to go out, 
streets are quiet and crime is more likely. 

“It would be a lot better if a civilian clerk 
could deal with paperwork so officers can get 
back on the beat.” 

Paul Clark, Labour parliamentary candi¬ 
date for Gillingham and Rainham, said there 
were more officers on patrol than ever before, 
with crime falling by 20 per cent since 1997. 

“I’m particularly pleased Labour has 
bucked the trend of previous recessions 
where crime rose and instead consolidated 
the positive work of the last decade,” he said. 

“But I know there is still more to do, espe¬ 
cially on tackling fear of crime.” 

Mr Clark said he wants to see firm action in 
areas with high antisocial behaviour and 
tougher measures brought in for Kent and 
Medway to deter future offenders. 

Assistant Chief Constable Paul Brandon 
from Kent Police said the force was pleased to 
see a continuing fall in overall crime. 

He added: “We will continue to work with 
our partner agencies to tackle crime and the 
impact of criminality on communities across 
the county.”

Geoff back with BBC is 
good news for his fans

BBC bosses have backed down 
over popular presenter Geoff 
Clark after it was confirmed he 
is to make a sensational return 
to the corporation. 

The former South East Today frontman 
was axed last June along with co-presenter 
Beverley Thompson. 

Amid allegations he been taken off our 
screens due to his age, viewers deluged the 
BBC and local media calling for his rein¬ 
statement and criticising the decision. 

But just days before Mr Clark was due to 
take his former bosses to an employment 
tribunal, it was confirmed the dispute was 
over and he would now be presenting the 
news on BBC Radio Kent and BBC Sussex. 

The announcement came days after Mr 
Clark was persuaded to drop his claim for 
unfair dismissal after last-ditch talks with 
senior BBC managers. 

Now, in an embarrassing climb-down for 
the corporation, Mr Clark, 63, will join its 
South East radio presentation team. 

The former Meridian man will present 
news bulletins during weekends from 
June. This puts an end to a 10-month dis¬ 
pute which started when he and co-presen¬ 
ter Mrs Thompson were told they were 
being dropped from South East Today, just 
minutes after coming off the air last June. 

Both were left “fuming and hurt” after 
their sacking, which stunned colleagues 


and viewers. In the wake of the decision 
union bosses voiced concern the pair were 
being removed because of their age. 

BBC chiefs denied this, but after taking 
legal advice, Mr Clark filed a claim for 
unfair dismissal. 

He left the corporation when his contract 
expired in October, and Mrs Thompson, 
who was allowed to remain with BBC 
South East in a different capacity, decided 
to leave of her own accord last September. 

Rob Smith and Polly Evans - both in 
their thirties - became the new faces of the 
programme - which runs after the 6pm 
national news every weekday. 

Pleased 

BBC South East said in a statement: 
“Geoff Clark and the BBC have settled all 
remaining issues following his departure 
from South East Today last autumn. 

“The BBC is pleased to announce that 
Geoff is joining the South East region’s 
radio team. Radio Kent and BBC Sussex 
listeners will have a pleasant surprise in 
store as Geoff takes up a leading role in our 
weekend schedule from June.” 

Mick Rawsthome, head of region, said: 
“We very much look forward to working 
with Geoff again and making use of his 
considerable broadcasting talents, and we 
know our audiences will wish him the best 
of luck with these new projects.” 

Mr Clark also released a statement say¬ 
ing: “I am so pleased to say that all this is 
behind us and I’m really looking forward to 
a new career in BBC radio.” 

Neither party was available for further 
comment this week.

Cancer drug mum 
wins cash appeal 

A TERMINALLY ill mother refused funding 
for medication by the NHS has won her appeal 
against health chiefs. 

Nikki Phelps, 37, from Luddesdown, near 
Gravesend, suffers from a rare form of cancer 
caused by genetic disorder multiple endocrine 
neoplasis, but was told by officials at NHS 
West Kent they would not pay for a drug rec¬ 
ommended by her oncologist. 

Health bosses said the drug, Sunitunib, 
which costs £36,000 per year, or £100 a day, 
was designed to fight kidney cancer and there 
was not enough evidence it would be effective 
on her. 

But the mother-of-two and her husband, Bill, 
went ahead with the oncologist’s advice and 
used £6,000 of their savings to pay for the drug 
- with positive results. Donations of £4,000 
were also spent. 

They were preparing to sell their £200,000 
home to pay for the treatment, but NHS West 
Kent agreed to fund the drug after an appeal. 

The trust also agreed to backdate its decision 
to February 1, repaying £9,000 the couple had 
spent.

Mann gets last-minute reprieve 
in Euro 2004 extradition fight 


A FOOTBALL fan who lost his fight to avoid 
extradition to Portugal has been granted a 
last-minute injunction by the High Court. 

Garry Mann, from Faversham, was to be 
sent to Albufeira on Wednesday, May 5, but 
the extradition date has been pushed back to 
at least Friday, May 7, so the High Court has 
more time to consider his case. 

The former fireman was found guilty by a 
Portuguese court six years ago for being 
involved in a riot at Euro 2004 in Albufeira. 

Mr Mann has always denied the charge, 
claiming he was only given five minutes with 
lawyers and had no real understanding 
because of poor quality translation. 

But the 52-year-old was convicted within 
48 hours of being arrested and agreed to be 
deported on the understanding he would not 
have to carry out a sentence. 

Eighteen months ago, however, Portuguese 
authorities used the European extradition 
warrant system to summon him back to 
serve two years in prison, claiming he should 
have served his sentence in the UK. 

Despite efforts by his lawyers, an appeal 


for bail was rejected by 
the European Court of 
Human Rights this 
week and he was to be 
extradited to Portugal, 
facing a two-year jail 
term. But the latest 
development means 
new hope for his case. 

The father-of-six said 
he was angry at the way 
he had been treated. 

He said: “The last 18 months have been 
hell. I love my country, but my faith in the 
justice system has gone. I relied on it to do 
the right thing and stick by me, but I’ve been 
hung out to dry.” 

Jago Russell, chief executive of Fair Trials 
International, said the High Court’s decision 
means lawyers can continue their fight. 

He added: ‘We hope the High Court will 
take this opportunity to deliver justice and 
stop Garry Mann being tom from his family 
and flown to Portugal to serve a two-year 
prison sentence.”

THIS weekend, Gordon Newton 
will be up with the larks to cele¬ 
brate May Day in traditional style.

It was 
a tradition upheld by the 
chimney sweeps of 
Rochester for hundreds of 
years. I stumbled across an 
article in Sketches by Boz, 
by Charles Dickens. 

“He wrote about a sweeps’ 
procession and described 
the characters, so it gave us 
an idea of what went on.” 

Traditionally, sweeps 
would be given a holiday on 
May 1 and to celebrate 
would hold a procession and invite Jack-in- 
the-Green - a 7ft tall mythical character 
covered in green foliage - to join their 
parade. 

When the Climbing Boys Act of 1868 
made it illegal to send young boys up chim¬ 
neys, the ritual gradually began to die out.

When Newton revived the tradi¬ 
tion, it started on a small scale, but is 
now an established part of Kent’s 
May Day celebrations. 

“I’ve put half my life into this; I 
was a young man when it started. It 
has gone from being a tiny commem¬ 
oration of a tradition to a huge internation¬ 
al event,” Newton said. 

“It was quite small and gradually devel¬ 
oped. I funded it myself for six years and 
then Medway Council got involved and put 
money into it.” 

This year, the folk acts performing include 


BBC Radio 2 Folk Award winners 
Bellowhead and Cara Dillon. 

“They see this as a very high-profile event 
and it’s the largest gathering of morris 
dancers in the world,” Newton said. 

“It’s also the largest traditional May Day 
celebration in Europe. It’s known as the 
‘friendly festival’, because people are friend¬ 
ly and happy, usually. It’s May and summer 
is coming.” 

Newton also sees the Sweeps Festival as a 
chance to both keep English traditions alive 
and bring a multinational community 
together. 


“We assimilate lots of other traditions 
that are brought here by migrants, but 
what we do is strictly English. It does not 
appear in Wales, Scotland or Ireland. 

“Going out with the Jack-in-the-Green is 
very much a piece of Englishness. On 
Monday, there are all sorts of nationalities 
joining in the procession and they all take 
part because they enjoy it. 

“It’s a huge community event that is very 
good at what it achieves.”

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Police refuse to reveal how 



FOURTEEN sex offenders are 'miss¬ 
ing’ in Kent despite police insisting 
they closely monitor abusers. 

The county’s force was exposed this week as 
one of the UK’s constabularies with the high¬ 
est number of missing sex offenders in its area. 

Offenders released from jail on licence, or 
who are on the sex offenders register, are 
obliged to inform the authorities where they 
live - but police do not know where the miss¬ 
ing ones are. 

Kent Police was fourth behind Greater 
Manchester (15), West Midlands (30) and the 
Metropolitan Police (128). 

Although the force would not reveal the sex 
crimes of the offenders, it admitted seven are 
high risk, six are medium and one is low risk. 

Det Supt Maria Shepherd, head of Kent 
Police’s public protection unit, insisted they 
closely monitor the behaviour and risk posed 
to the public by sexual and violent criminals 
who have been released from prison on licence. 

She stressed that people on the sex offenders 
register living in Kent are closely monitored 
through the Multi Agency Public Protection 
Arrangements (MAPPA), which is made up of 
partners including the probation and prison 
services. 

Det Supt Shepherd said: “Protecting the peo¬ 
ple of Kent is our priority. 

‘We work with our partners to use all the 
resources available to us in order to best man¬ 
age violent and sex offenders in Kent, helping 
to keep our communities safe. We will also 
work closely with other forces, in the UK and 
abroad, to ensure the law is upheld.”

The force declined to say how the 14 were 
able to fall off the radar, or the kind of work 
being carried out to find them. 

Det Supt Shepherd added: “Kent Police 
holds public protection at the heart of its busi¬ 
ness. Our joint police and probation public pro¬ 
tection team operates as a centre of excellence 
working closely with our MAPPA partners.” 

Malcolm Gilbert from Family Matters, 
which helps victims of sexual abuse, said 
every case, regardless of how high or low 
risk the offender is deemed, is important. 

Investigations 


“Firstly, this is a big worry to people who 
have been abused - it may lead them to 
think that these sorts of crimes are not 
being taken seriously,” he said. 

“Secondly, if an abuser is to go missing, 
this causes massive trauma to their victim. 

“I’m aware that sex offenders in the area 
do go missing and this is a great worry to 
us. Of course, we want to know that people 
are safeguarded.” 

Mr Gilbert said the charity, which is 
based in Gravesend, works closely with 
Kent Police in terms of sexual violence and 
with victims at the centre of criminal 
investigations. 

“The police will have a system of monitor¬ 
ing these offenders although we know noth¬ 
ing about that,” he said. 


“I have no knowledge of how they keep tabs 
on these people or how they look for them. 
Maybe there are inefficiencies in the system 
which had led to some going missing, I just 
don’t know. 

“The main concern for us is that the victims 
should be able to move on and are not caused 
deep trauma should their abuser go missing 
from the system.” 

Figures from 2009, showed there were 1,093 
sex offenders in Kent and Medway, around 68 
per 100,000 head of population.

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Step back in time... 
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First-time voter priorities 


EDUCATION and employment 
are top of the list of priorities 
for young people - but more 
needs to be done to teach them 
about politics. 

That’s the message from repre¬ 
sentatives of Kent Youth County 
Council (KYCC), who met as 
part of the UK Youth Parliament 
at County Hall last week to dis¬ 
cuss their campaigns. 

And despite being a non-politi¬ 
cal organisation, some of KYCC’s 
48 elected members have just 
turned 18 and will be voting for 
the first time. 

Chris Collins, who represents 
Swale on the council, said they 
will relish the opportunity to 
choose who will lead the country. 

“I’ve always wanted to go out 
and vote,” he said. “There are 
people out there who won’t, how¬ 
ever, and I don’t think it’s any¬ 
one’s place to say they have to.” 

Firmly against the idea of 
compulsory voting, the 18-year- 
old said pushing someone to do 
something against their will 


could turn some against poli¬ 
tics.” he said. 

Chris has been a member of 
KYCC for four years and is also 
a deputy member of the UK 
Youth Parliament. 

The council looks at issues 
such as transport and activities 
for young people, and members 
are also pushing for voting age 
to be lowered to 16. 

Chris said: “In some aspects 
my experience on the council has 
given me a better understanding 
of politics. But for some first-time 
voters it may be harder. It’s not 
that young people don’t know 
about politics, it’s just not taught 
very comprehensively at school.” 

Chris said scrapping of univer¬ 
sity fees; political education and 
employment are high on the 
agenda for young people. 

“Getting rid of tuition fees is 
something I believe is very 
important. I also want to know 
that when I leave university 
there will be jobs available,” he 
said. 


It’s time for tactics 
say our politicians

VOTERS are being urged to 
think tactically when consid¬ 
ering whose name to place 
their cross next to come 
polling day. 

According to several Kent politicians, 
it is sometimes best to choose a party 
you wouldn’t normally vote for in order 
to hamper the chances of another. 

The issue was thrust into the spot¬ 
light last week when former Medway 
mayor Dai Liyanage quit the Liberal 
Democrats after being suspended for 
publicly supporting a Labour election 
candidate. 

Mr Liyanage told KOS Media that 
while he still considers himself a 
Liberal, he will be voting for Paul Clark 
in Gillingham and Rainham because 
he does not want to see the Tories’ 
Rehman Chishti enter Parliament. 

He said: “I think Paul has been a 
very good MP since 1997 but I feel 
that if I vote Lib Dem then Chishti 
will get in. That’s the only way to stop 
the Tories winning the seat. 

“Jonathan Shaw (Labour candidate 
for Chatham and Aylesford) has also 
been very good and I would do the 
same for him.

“I absolutely do not support Labour 
on a national basis. I’m still a Liberal 
and have been for 45 years, but I’m 
afraid there’s no way the Lib Dems 
can win in Gillingham, so sadly I’ve 
had to resort to tactical voting.” 

Ironically, one of the reasons Mr 
Liyanage does not want to see the 
Conservatives win in his constituency 
is because Mr Chishti was previously a 
Labour councillor in Medway, and 
even a former researcher for Mr Clark. 

But Mr Liyanage stressed that tac¬ 
tical voting was not always about vot¬ 
ing Labour over the Conservatives or 
vice-versa. 

He said: “I think the Liberal 
Democrat candidate in Maidstone, 
Peter Carroll, has a lot of support and 
has a better chance of winning than the 
Labour candidate (Rav Seeruthun). 

“He’s a veiy good man and I’d like to 


see him become an MP, so perhaps 
Labour supporters should vote for him 
if they don’t want the Tories to get in.” 

Last month UKIP leader Lord 
Pearson convinced Rochester and 
Strood candidate Robin Johnson to give 
up his election dream and instead urge 
residents to vote for the Euro-sceptic 
Toiy candidate Gordon Henderson. 

He also caused a stir this week when 
he went behind the back of UKIP can¬ 
didates in Somerset to tell residents to 
vote for the Conservatives instead. 

Lord Pearson told KOS Media last 
month: “We don’t want to stand against 
politicians who share our main goals. 
That’s why we are actively supporting 
the Conservative candidate Mark 
Reckless in Rochester and Strood, by 
putting up billboards and actually 
asking people to vote for him.” 

On Friday Lord Pearson visited 
Cuxton to give his party’s backing to 
Mr Reckless. 

Former SDP-Liberal Alliance MP 
for Croydon North West, Bill Pitt, has 
been a member of the Labour Party 
for more than a decade and is support¬ 
ing South Thanet candidate Stephen 
Ladyman’s re-election campaign. 

He said: “In South Thanet the Lib 
Dem candidate (Peter Bucklitsch) is 
very worthy but he doesn’t stand a 
chance of winning. He may well poll a 
reasonable percentage of the vote, but 
those votes may well be wasted.” 
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Candidate arrest 

A LABOUR parliamentary candidate has 
been arrested on suspicion of drink-driving 
after crashing her car. 

Kathryn Smith, who is standing in the gen¬ 
eral election for the Gravesham seat, was cut 
from her car and breathalysed at the scene in 
University Way, Dartford, after the incident, 
which happened at 10pm on Monday. 

She was taken to hospital, but was said to 
have discharged herself early on Tuesday 
morning. 

A Kent Police spokesman confirmed a 49- 
year-old woman had been arrested and bailed 
to July 10 on suspicion of drink-driving. 

One vehicle was involved in the collision. 

Ms Smith is fighting to wrestle the seat from 
Tory candidate Adam Holloway. 

Tory helps Ukip 

A LONG-serving former Conservative MP has 
been helping the UK Independence Party with 
its election campaign. 

World War Two veteran Sir John Wells 
served as Maidstone’s MP for 28 years 
between 1959-87, and when he retired he was 
succeeded by fellow Tory Ann Widdecombe. 

However, according to former Ukip leader 
Nigel Farage - who lives in Bromley and is 
running for election in Buckingham - the 85- 
year-old has been helping deliver leaflets for 
the Euro-sceptic party to voters. 

NEARLY two-thirds of people who voted in 
a kentnews.co.uk online poll are “consid¬ 
ering voting for the Lib Dems on May 6”. 

Of the 631 who voted, 62 per cent might mark 
their mark for Nick Clegg’s party, while 235 peo¬ 
ple (38 per cent) are not considering backing the 
Lib Dems.

Businesses 
voice their 
fears over 
economic 
‘uncertainty’ 
in a hung 
Parliament 


A HUNG Parliament with no party in overall 
control could be a disaster for Kent businesses. 

That’s the view of one major Chamber of 
Commerce covering a large slice of the county. 

Businesses say the last thing they need at the 
moment is more dithering from Whitehall over 
what it plans to do to continue the long path out 
of recession. 

The British Chambers of Commerce quizzed 
300 small companies and discovered 65 per 
cent of them are either ‘concerned’ or ‘very con¬ 
cerned’ about the prospect of no clear winner. 

Market confidence 

Just 13 per cent believed a House of 
Commons with no-one in overall control was a 
good thing. And many fear VAT may be a tar¬ 
get soon after the ink on MPs’ declarations 
has dried. 

The Kent Invicta Chamber of Commerce cov¬ 
ers Ashford, Canterbury, Maidstone, 
Sevenoaks, Tonbridge and Mailing, and 
Tunbridge Wells. 

Chairman Richard Lavender told KOS Media: 
“The business view expressed by Chamber 


members is made up from several factors. 

“These include financial market confidence, 
whereby the money supply is not being 
released to support businesses until a 
Government is in place with a mandate to 
move the country out of recession. 

“This unfortunately is going to be painful 
whichever party is elected. However we need to 
know what strategy is to be applied and get on 
to meet the challenge head on. Is there to be an 
increase in National Insurance, or is it to be 
VAT, or is it to be public service reductions? 

“At the moment it could be any of these, or all 
three. However it is us, the business communi¬ 
ty, that will have to pick it up and run with it. 

“So at the moment we are all playing a wait¬ 
ing game and trying to make contingency plans 
for any, or all these scenarios. 

“UK Ltd is in a mess, we all know that. With 
the world recession Government has been 
using a sticking plaster approach with the 
economy and would appear to have no clear 
defined strategy and this could be because they 
have either run out of time, ideas, or just plain 
do not have a long-term strategy. 


“So a ‘hung Parliament’, what would that 
mean to us? Continued uncertainty with the 
possibility of another election. 

“Rising prices, rising VAT, rising National 
Insurance. All these may well be delayed 
whilst the in-house fighting continues with 
personal agendas between the parties to see 
who does what and when. 

“The business community will get behind a 
Government that has a clear defined mandate 
given by the electorate. 

Move forward 

“However, and it is a big however, we need a 
Government to listen, we need a seat at the 
table and together we will move forward.” 

Andrew Aves, regional organiser for the Kent 
and Medway branch of the Federation for 
Small Businesses said: “FSB does not have an 
official comment on this issue.” 

Asked why that was, he replied: “I under¬ 
stand the BCC conducted research for their 
position, the FSB has not asked this question of 
its members and we only have anecdotal 
remarks.” 


‘Clegg will hold balance of power’

POLLING expert Sir Robert 
Worcester has predicted it is “high¬ 
ly likely” the UK will experience its 
first hung Parliament since 1974. 

The Maidstone-based founder of the MORI 
research group told KOS Media the surge in 
popularity for Lib Dem leader Nick Clegg had 
made it almost impossible for either the Tories 
or Labour to win an absolute majority. 

If a hung Parliament is to be avoided, either 
Labour will have to improve significantly in the 
polls or the Conservatives will have to achieve 
one of the biggest electoral swings ever seen. 

Sir Robert said: “A hung Parliament is high¬ 
ly likely. The wild card in this election was the 
leaders’ debate, which was a real shock to the 
system. 

“In an average of 15 polls afterwards, Clegg 
went up about nine points. The budget didn’t 
change anything before and the second debate 
didn’t change much either, so we’re still in 
hung Parliament territory. 

“A week is a long time in politics, but it’s high¬ 
ly unlikely either Labour or the Conservatives 
will improve enough before the election.” 

In the event of a hung Parliament it is like¬ 
ly Mr Clegg will hold the balance of power and 
have to decide which of the other main parties 
to form a coalition government with. 

Sir Robert said there was a sense the Lib 
Dems would rather do a deal with Labour

than the Tories, but the issue of Gordon 
Brown’s leadership - who could remain Prime 
Minister even if Labour finish third in the vote 
- could be a sticking point. 

“Would he be willing to stand down and 
would the public stand for it if he didn’t?” he 
asked. “At the moment it’s a lottery in the 
hands of one man, and that’s Nick Clegg.” 

The last time the results of a General 
Election resulted in a hung Parliament was in 
1974, when Conservative leader Edward 
Heath was Prime Minister. 

Heath remained at Number 10 despite 
Labour having won more seats in the 
Commons, but was forced to resign just four 
days later when he was unable to broker a deal 
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with then-Liberal Party leader Jeremy Thorpe. 

One of the promises Mr Thorpe wanted was 
for a proportional representation voting system 
- a demand that was turned down then but is 
now more likely to be granted if Mr Clegg holds 
the balance of power this time round. 

Former UKIP leader Nigel Farage, who lives 
in Bromley, described the current first-past- 
the-post system as “desperately outdated”. 

He added: “A lot of people tell us they love 


what we stand for but that they find it difficult 
to vote for us under the current system. Just 
look at how many votes we received in the 
European elections. 

“If I’m elected this week (in Buckingham) 
and in the unlikely event that one party wants 
my support in a coalition government, then in 
return I would want a referendum on the 
Lisbon Treaty that the public was promised 
but has been so cruelly denied.”

INDEPENDENT candi¬ 
dates say the recent 
surge in popularity for 
the Lib Dems has also 
strengthened their own 
election chances. 

Far from being concerned that 
Nick Clegg’s party will steal the 
majority of protest votes away 
from them, those standing alone 
in Kent believe the growing inter¬ 
est in politics generally bodes well 
for them come polling day 

Gordon Bryan is one of two 
independents standing in the 
super-marginal Gillingham and 
Rainham seat, and told KOS 
Media he was encouraged by the 
Lib Dem surge. 

“I think it helps the chances of 
independents because it puts in 
the voters’ minds that a vote for 
the Lib Dems is not a wasted 
vote,” he said. 

“That was always the concern 
before, and Labour and the 
Tories liked it that way. 

“Suddenly now people realise 
that voting Lib Dem could get 
them elected, and that helps 


independents like us because 
then they realise they can help 
anyone get elected.” 

Mr Bryan said that if success¬ 
ful on Thursday he will allow res¬ 
idents a referendum on every 
issue he is asked to vote on in the 
House of Commons - a system 
that would inevitably create con¬ 
flict with party whips if taken up 
by a non-independent MP. 

Gravesham candidate Alice 
Sakura-Dartnell, 23, agrees that 
the public are now more open to 
opposing the two main parties. 

She said: “Independents are a 
lot more accountable to the public. 

“With political parties, if some¬ 
thing goes wrong then the MP 
has the face of the party to hide 


behind and they can blame some¬ 
one else. 

“We wouldn’t have that. If 
something went wrong then the 
buck would stop with me. 

“If anything, since the first lead¬ 
ers’ debate it’s been a little easier 
for me to gain support because it’s 
heightened the interest in politics, 
and that’s always a good thing.” 

Up until Parliament was dis¬ 
solved last month, just two men - 
Dr Richard Taylor (Wyre Forest) 
and Dai Davies (Blaenau Gwent) 
- sat in the House of Commons 
having been elected as independ¬ 
ent MPs. 

Environmental campaigner 
David Plumstead, 71, would like 
to follow in their footsteps by win- 


day 

ning the Folkestone and Hythe 
seat, but admits he “doesn’t have 
a clue” how things will turn out. 

He said: “People’s minds aren’t 
made up yet, but one of the things 
I constantly reiterate is that they 
should vote for the quality of the 
candidate and not the party. 

“It’s local democracy that sets 
the tone for what goes on in 
Westminster, so people should 
take the attributes, qualities and 
backgrounds of every candidate. 

“It’s very difficult to tell how 
well I’m going to do. I seem to be 
in tune with what a lot of local 
people want, but at the end of the 
day it’s up to them.” 

Political experts believe that 
the surge in popularity for the 
Lib Dems has increased the 
chances of a hung Parliament. 

Another Gillingham and 
Rainham independent candidate, 
George Meegan, believes a 
replacement system based on pro¬ 
portional representation will only 
be a good thing for people like him. 

He said: “There’s nothing 
wrong with any of the main polit¬ 
ical parties - it’s not as if they’re 
extremists or anything. 

“But their MPs are part of a 
political machine that will 
destroy them if they don’t toe the 
party line. It’s a nasty system.” 


Parties row over 
St George’s Day 

A COUNCIL leader accused of scrapping St 
George’s Day has blasted those behind the 
claims as being “BNP-lite”. 

Local members of the English Democrats 
said Conservative-run Dartford council 
banned its employees from celebrating last 
Friday’s event because it did not want vot¬ 
ers to support the right-wing party. 

However, council leader Cllr Jeremy Kite 
has described the claims as “ridiculous” and 
said members of staff took part in a parade 
through the town centre. 

Detest 

He added: “We do have a slight difficulty 
in that the English Democrats have taken 
the St George’s Cross as their symbol, so 
our employees do have to be careful they 
are not handing things out that could be 
taken to be political. 

“In the past, Tibby [Dartford English 
Democrats chairman Mike Tibby] and the 
others have come down to the town during 
St George’s Day to hand out leaflets and 
flags, so the only advice given to staff is that 
they should be cautious of that. 

“I don’t think Tibby liked that we had cot¬ 
toned onto his plan. I’m afraid his party is 
just BNP-lite, and quite frankly I detest 
everything he stands for.” 

Mr Tibby had claimed the council banned 
St George’s Day because the English 
Democrats candidate Gary Rogers was 
“racing ahead” in the election stakes. 

He added: “Doesn’t this just show you 
that the Conservative council is far more 
interested in playing politics than looking 
after the needs and wants of its citizens?”

LONG-running campaigns by 
parliamentary hopefuls to scrap 
the controversial Dartford tolls 
have been undermined by their 
parties leaders. 

Tory Gareth Johnson and Liberal 
Democrat James Willis, both contesting the 
Dartford seat, admitted to KOS Media they 
would have to fight their own parties on the 
issue should they get into power. 

It followed David Cameron’s announce¬ 
ment he could not guarantee the crossing 
would remain under government owner¬ 
ship should the Tories win the election. 

And the Lib Dem manifesto mentions 
borrowing against the public asset. In both 
cases it would mean the £1.50 tolls - which 
generate more than £60 million for the 
Treasury each year - would stay. 

All three main parties see income genera¬ 
tion from the crossing as a way to help 
reduce the crippling national debt. 

While Mr Willis maintained the Lib 
Dems would never sell off the crossing, he 
admitted the tolls would be in place for at 
least another three to five years, should his 
party win and borrow against the asset. 

“The crossing would be like a guarantor 
and so, yes, the tolls would be in place for 
the short-term. But after three to five years 
I would push to get them removed,” he said.

The Dartford tunnel and Queen Elizabeth II 
bridge cross the Thames between Kent and 
Essex and carry about 150,000 vehicles a day. 

Congestion caused by vehicles stopping to 
pay the tolls - which were meant to be 
scrapped once the construction bill was paid 
off in 2003 - has led to numerous campaigns. 

Labour parliamentary candidate John 
Adams said should his party stay in power he 
would look to have a number plate recognition 
system put in - like that used for the conges¬ 
tion charge in London. 


‘Vehicles could then drive straight through, 
cutting traffic problems,” he said. 

“The toll is a big debate. It’s not the money 
that bothers residents, as they get a heavy dis¬ 
count, it’s the congestion.” 

Asked whether he supports his party’s vow 
to privatise the crossing, Mr Adams said it was 
not the kind of asset Labour wanted to sell. 

“In the plans there is an option for no change 
and I would push for that. I don’t think it 
should be privatised,” he said. 

“But should it be sold, the money made from 
it should be ring-fenced specifically for Kent.”

“The fact that these tolls should have 
stopped in 2003 and didn’t is a disgrace. It 
is failing the local residents who have to 
deal with the congestion caused by vehicles 
stopping to pay.” 

Tory Mr Johnson, who is also vying for 
the Dartford seat held by former Labour 
MP Howard Stoate, who is standing down, 
also vowed to fight the charges - despite 
the admission by Mr Cameron that should 
his party win the election, the crossing 
might be privatised. 

Mr Johnson said: “If the crossing is sold 
off it would make it almost impossible to 
scrap the tolls. A private company could 
even increase them if it wanted to. 

“The Conservatives have made it clear a 
sale would not be definite and they do not 
want to sell the crossing. Whatever hap¬ 
pens I will not stop my campaign to scrap 
these tolls.”

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Supermarket giant’s £300m scheme to 
build ‘Tescoville’ village of 1,000 homes 


ECONOMISTS fear the South East 
could become 'Tescoville’ as the 
supermarket chain continues its 
reign of dominance - this time in the 
housing market, writes Marijke Cox. 

Not content with selling just food and home- 
ware, the company - which saw record profits 
of £3.4 billion last year - is now building hous¬ 
es and leisure facilities to go with them. 

And the retail giant has its eyes on the 
South East, with Dartford one of its main tar¬ 
gets. There are plans to construct a new 
120,000 sq ft Tesco, plus almost 1,000 homes, 
shops and cafes in the Lowfield Street area. 

The £300m scheme is one of four develop¬ 
ments planned for the region, in what are 
being dubbed ‘mini-villages’. Along with 
Dartford, Tesco projects are being outlined for 



Woolwich, Streatham and Bromley-by-Bow. 

Similar schemes have already been created 
in areas such as Kensington, Clapham and 
Orpington, where the retailer marketed and 
built the development. 

A spokeswoman at Dartford Borough 
Council, which has been in discussions with 
Tesco, said a formal planning application had 
not yet been submitted, but plans had been 
put forward. 

Tesco is hoping to create what bosses are 
calling ‘mixed-use developments’ with leisure 
facilities. In other areas of the country, schools 
have been incorporated into the constructions. 


A spokesman from Tesco said: “In terms of 
Dartford we have been working with the coun¬ 
cil about what the development will look like. 

“These constructions are not new ideas - 
there was one built in Clapham seven years ago 
- and we don’t always build them all ourselves. 
We work with partners on the developments.” 

He said the company looks at each project on 
a site-by-site basis to decide what facilities 
would be incorporated around the supermarket. 

“If you look at a place like Dartford this 
could create thousands of jobs and attract 
investment by big companies,” he added. 

But critics are wary the chain - the richest 
in Britain - will dominate the region with 
access to more personal information than the 
government through the number of services 
it provides. As well as a legal firm dealing 
with house purchases and sales, the company 
offers an online estate agent, a bank which 


provides mortgages, plus an insurance firm. 

Andrew Simms, policy director of independ¬ 
ent think-tank the New Economics Foundation 
and author of Tescopoly, said the size and influ¬ 
ence the chain has over consumers and the 
market leaves little room for competition. 

“Tesco has planned a grave new world where 
we live in their houses, shop in their stores, 
use their banks and mobile phones, buy their 
insurance and go on their holidays,” he said. 

“Welcome to Tescoville - our very own ver¬ 
sion of The Truman Show. 

“Unless our regulators act to keep the mar¬ 
ket open, they might as well re-brand the UK 
as a supermarket subsidiary.” 

But where critics are against such influence, 
Dartford Borough Council is welcoming the 
plans. Cllr Jeremy Kite, Tory leader of the 
council, said the proposals are about regenera¬ 
tion of the whole area, not just the Tesco store. 


Sir gives eco-waming 

“KENT is very vulnerable”, according to Sir Crispin Tickell, one of the 
world’s leading experts on climate change and environmental issues. 

He was speaking at Protect Kent’s Energy Conference last week 
held at Pines Calyx in St Margaret’s Bay, near Dover, and attended 
by more than 80 delegates. 

Protect Kent deputy director Sean Furey said: “Our conference 
highlighted that there is still a long way to go to ‘keep the lights on’ 
in Kent. 

“The main outcome was the evident need to invest in research 
and development in all forms of energy generation and storage - 
there is definitely no ‘silver bullet’ answer to the question of energy 
security.”

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Pink Floyd trip for young patient 


ROCK legend Nick Mason will 
help make the dreams of young 
cancer patients come true by 
whisking them around Silver- 
stone race track in a Ferrari, 
writes Steve Knight 

The Pink Floyd drummer is an owner and 
racer of classic cars and has teamed up with 
charity Starlight to create a day to remember 
for 50 terminally and seriously ill children. 

One of the youngsters looking forward to 
Tuesday’s event is seven-year-old Drew 
James, from Swanley, who two years ago was 
diagnosed with acute myeloid leukaemia 
(AML). After chemotherapy he went into 
remission and was soon allowed to return to 
school, but mum Deborah said he took a turn 
for the worse following a routine flu jab. 

She said: “Drew was just not himself. Then 
I noticed his glands were swollen and my 
world came crashing down. We took him for 
blood tests that showed he had suffered a 
relapse, and within 24 hours he was back at 
Great Ormond Street Hospital.” 

AML occurs when the production of blood 



cells gets out of control and many immature 
cells that are not able to develop properly are 
created instead. These cells fill the bone mar¬ 
row and take up space needed to make normal 
blood cells, while also spilling into the blood¬ 
stream and being circulated around the body. 

As Drew is an only child, he did not have a 
sibling who could act as a bone marrow 


donor, but in December, 2008, a match was 
found and the youngster underwent a suc¬ 
cessful transplant operation shortly after. 

Mrs James said: “Drew still has his central 
line in place and because his medicines have 
suppressed his immune system he has spent 
most of the last year at home. A few weeks 
ago his donor levels had come up sufficiently 


for him to be allowed out of isolation, only for 
them to drop down a week later. 

“Life does continue to be a struggle. The 
steroids Drew has to take are not without 
side effects, and even something as simple as 
getting a glass of water from the tap is not 
possible because of contamination. 

“But I am one of the lucky ones. I’ve still got 
my little boy and every time I see him smile 
or laugh I count my blessings.” 

The Starlight Children’s Foundation aims 
to brighten the lives of seriously ill children 
by granting their wishes and providing hos¬ 
pital entertainment. In addition to Nick 
Mason, the race day at Silverstone - which 
will feature Ferrari California cars - will also 
be attended by former Dynasty actress and 
Starlight head Emma Samms. 

Mrs James said: “We can’t thank the 
Starlight Foundation enough. By offering 
this gift of a Ferrari experience they have 
enabled Drew to do something other children 
can only dream of. He is so looking forward to 
Silverstone. The only trouble is deciding 
which friend to bring along.”

Making inroads into 
isle’s ancient secrets 


BRITAIN’S largest archaeologi¬ 
cal dig is now under way in 
Thanet and will last until work 
begins on a new road in June, 
writes Chris Murphy. 

The big dig has already unearthed a mul¬ 
titude of artefacts and is expected to reveal 
even more secrets about Kent’s past. And to 
ensure every step is covered, it is being cap¬ 
tured on film for a BBC Two documentary 

The rich vein of important archaeological 
remains discovered along the entire route 
of the East Kent Access Road is being 
recorded for the TV show Digging For 
Britain, which will be screened in August. 

Bronze Age 

The excavation is the largest dig in the 
country this year, at more than six kilome¬ 
tres long. 

Finds so far include 12 Bronze Age ring 
ditches - the remains of burial mounds 
dating back more than 3,500 years, Iron 
Age enclosures and a village at Ebbsfleet 
which lasted into Roman times. 

There are also areas of Roman settle¬ 
ments, fields and trackways; Roman and 
Saxon cemeteries; Saxon buildings; and a 
large Saxon enclosure with huge quanti¬ 
ties of shellfish. More recent finds include 
trenches excavated to defend Manston air¬ 
field during World War Two. 

Kent County Council principal archaeo¬ 
logical officer Simon Mason said: “Thanet 


was the gateway to England in ancient 
times and it is no surprise this dig has 
unearthed so many valuable remains. 

“What is impressive is the story it tells us 
about how people were living here.” 

After the last Ice Age 12,000 years ago, 
rising sea levels turned Thanet into an 
island, which it remained until medieval 
times, when the Wantsum channel silted 
up. The area was distinctive for its with 
rich soils, helping settlement and farming. 

And the number of Bronze Age burial 
mounds suggests that 3,500 years ago 
Thanet was one of the most populated 
parts of Britain. 

Everyone can get involved in the big dig. 
Volunteers can work alongside profession¬ 
al archaeologists during a community 
excavation from May 10 until June 4, and 
school visits are being arranged. 

KCC said archaeologists will also be 
available to give talks to schools, societies 
and organisations. Once the dig is com¬ 
plete, some of it will become part of the new 
East Kent Access Road. 

The archaeological work is being done by 
the Oxford Wessex Archaeology joint ven¬ 
ture on behalf of VolkerFitzpatrick 
Hochtief, which is building the £80m road. 

It will provide better connections 
between Thanet, the national motorway 
network, Kent International Airport, 
Canterbury and the gateways of 
Ramsgate, Dover and the Channel Tunnel.

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Shop p ers making 
farmers* markets 

a £3 million-a-vear 
growth market

AS VOLCANIC ash crippled UK 
aviation and food imports were 
stopped in their tracks, farmers* 
markets continued to draw in the 
crowds. 

But experts insist this was not down to any 
food shortage caused by the crisis - these local 
suppliers are becoming the new place to shop. 

And despite the outlets being set up mere¬ 
ly as an opportunity for small businesses 
in the late 90s, recent research has found the 
markets contribute around £3 million to 
the Kent rural economy each year. 

The study, commissioned by the Kent 
Farmers’ Market Association, revealed that 62 
per cent of shoppers visit their local market 
every time it is held, with almost half of them 
aged under 50, despite traditionally only 
appealing to the older customer. 

Ever-growing 

Benjamin Dent, chairman of the Kent 
Farmers’ Market Association, said con¬ 
sumers were attracted by the locally sourced, 
fresh produce, as well as the chance to meet 
the suppliers. 

He added that the closure of UK airspace 
only highlighted how important these mar¬ 
kets are. 

“All too often we have the absurd situation 
where produce is flown in from around the 
world, when Kent can grow the same pro¬ 
duce, fresh and in season in the Garden of 
England,” he said. 

“The recent crisis in aviation has once 
again firmly shone the spotlight on where we 
source and buy our food and drink from.” 

Some 40 farmers’ markets are held across 
the county, with many selling food once 
believed to be only available at supermarkets. 

As well as fruit and vegetables, meat, fish,

cheese, puddings and bread can also be pur¬ 
chased, with some also offering wine and beer. 

Mr Dent added: “Consumers are clearly 
voting with their feet as more and more 
farmers’ markets open across the county and 
both consumer and stallholder attendance 
continues to grow.” 

Julie Monkman, manager of Produced in 
Kent, a not-for-profit organisation promoting 
seasonal and local produce, said she was 
pleased they were becoming so popular. 

“The rural economy really can’t exist with¬ 
out them,” she said. “They are absolutely key 
in ensuring local producers can get their pro¬ 
duce out to the general public. 

“There is also now an ever-growing demand 
as people choose to shop differently, whether 
this is because of the recession or for other 
reasons - they are vital to the community.” 

She added: “Supporting this kind of local 
supplier and produce is what Produced in 
Kent is all about.” 

Penshurst Farmers’ Market, which cele¬ 
brates its fifth anniversary this year, is an 
example of the growing popularity of the 
rural retailer. 

With 30 stalls and 45,000 visitors since it 
launched, the market has brought in 
£360,000 for producers and growers, with 
more than £12,000 raised for charity.

Council will borrow extra cash 
to make Dreamland a reality 


THANET District Council is to plough 
£4 million of taxpayers’ money into the 
planned redevelopment of Dreamland after 
the site’s owner said it could not put in the 
necessary cash. 

The project to bring the amusement park 
back to life was to be funded through a £3.8m 
Government grant, £3m from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund and £4m from the Margate 
Town Centre Regeneration Company 
(MTCRC), which owns the site. 

The remainder of the £12.5m cost would 
come from local authorities. 

However, MTCRC now says that because of 
the difficult economic climate, it is unable to 
pay its share, meaning Thanet council will 
have to make up the money, which it says it 
will borrow. 

Speed is of the essence if the planned rede¬ 
velopment of Dreamland is to go ahead. 

A Sea Change grant of £3.8m has been 
secured from the Government, but it will be 
lost if it is not spent by March 31, 2011. 

With this in mind, council chiefs say they 
could make a compulsory purchase of the 


site if the plans do not move forward soon. 

That means that if negotiations between 
the council and MTCRC stall and grants, 
which include other funding streams, are put 
at risk, the council will seek to acquire the 
land through legal action. 

Thanet council chief executive Richard 
Samuel said it was a “fall-back” option and 
the council would rather not have to do it. 

It is still intended that MTRC will sell the 
site to the council for a nominal sum, report¬ 
edly £1, but if it is not wrapped up by a tar¬ 
get date of July 31, then Thanet council could 
take the compulsory-purchase option. 

Work on the site could start by the end of 
the year, with the majority of the building 
taking place in 2011. 

It is planned that the amusement park will 
become the UK’s first heritage theme-park 
and offer a mixture of both old and new rides. 

Dreamland in its new guise should be open 
by the summer of 2012, and up to 200 jobs 
could be created. Council estimates put the 
number of tourists that it could bring to the 
town at 700,000 a year.

SWING from trees, eat 
bananas, and check each other 
for ticks - you might expect 
that to be the sum total of what 
a gorilla needs to learn. 

And it pretty much is so long as they 
are living at Howletts Wild Animal Park, 
near Canterbury. 

But when the gorillas are to be released 
in the wilds of Africa a little more help is 
sometimes needed. 

That’s where Gorilla School comes in, 
and its work is being featured in a 12-part 
TV series on cable station Animal Planet. 

The cameras followed three of Kent’s 
own gorillas as they travel from the luxu¬ 
ry living at Canterbury to the untamed 
jungles of Africa. 

It takes time to adapt and train the ani¬ 
mals to fend for themselves and Gorilla 
School has an amazing record. 

The documentary will chart the trio’s 
journey to the jungle as they are taught 
to live in the wild. 

A highlight of the series is when 
Howletts owner Damian Aspinall is 
reunited with a gorilla he used to play 
with five years ago. 

The 10-year-old silverback is fully inte¬ 
grated into the wild and is regarded as 
dangerous, having attacked other 
humans. But Mr Aspinall was deter¬ 
mined to have a reunion with Kwibi, who 
was relocated from Howletts. 

Experiences 

Mr Aspinall said: “I was a little con¬ 
cerned, but the moment I heard his deep 
rumbling love-gurgle I knew then that I 
was okay 

“He looked into my eyes with such 
intensity and love. It was an incredible 
experience. We just sat there together 
sort of drunk with each other. 

“He embraced me like a long lost friend 
and it was just beautiful. He slowly intro¬ 
duced his wives who had come to see me.” 

As Kwibi hugged him, Mr Aspinall 
said: “I don’t know quite how I am going 
to get out of here.” 

The crew threw some raisins to lure 
Kwibi away and allowed Mr Aspinall to 
get back on to their boat. 

He said: “He then followed the boat all 
the way back to our camp and on the 
other side of the river he nested his fam¬ 
ily and all night long he called out. 

“At 6am I got up and went for a swim 
and there he appeared on the edge of the 
river. It was one of my greatest experi¬ 
ences of my life.” 

All three of the gorillas released - 
Oudiki, Kouki and Tiya - had been bom 
into captivity. Each episode follows them 
as they are transported from Howletts to 
the Aspinall Foundation’s Gabon reserve, 
and how they leam how to survive in a

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Street name tribute to 
literary legend Hardy

TOWN planners have paid 
tribute to the legendary author 
and poet Thomas Hardy by 
naming a Dartford street in his 


church in Abbey Wood. Hardy himself would 
later win prizes from the Royal Institute of 
British Architects and from the Architectural 
Association, and would eventually die aged 
87 at Max Gate in Dorchester - a house he 
designed for himself and his first wife, Emma 
Lavinia Gifford. 

By then he was a famous man, having 


published 14 novels, three volumes of short 
stories, a huge poetic drama of 19 acts, and 
about 1,000 poems. 

But now he will be forever remembered in 
Dartford as the man who helped design a school 
that has produced the likes of former Kent 
cricketer Min Patel and Rolling Stones front- 
man Mick Jagger.

Hardy - who wrote the classic novels Tess 
of the d’Urbervilles, and Far from the 
Madding Crowd - also previously worked 
as an architect’s assistant and helped 
design the original school house at Dartford 
Boys’ Grammar. 

His contributions have already been 
recognised in the past with the structure 
being renamed the Hardy Building, but now 
officials have gone a step further by giving 
the late writer his own street name. 

A Dartford council spokesman said: “The 
notice has been up for a month with no 
objections and so it’s official - we now have 
a Hardy Avenue. A long cul-de-sac off 
Heath Lane, it contains some 80 properties 
including Casterbridge House. 

“The local connection is that Hardy 
worked as an assistant to Arthur Blomfield, 
the architect responsible for the original 
school house. It is said Hardy’s notebooks 
contained a sketch of the angel now carved 
about the main entrance of the school.” 

Apprenticed 

Bom in Dorset on June 2, 1840, Thomas 
Hardy would go on to become one of the 
most successful authors and poets of his 
time, despite being bom into a family of 
tradesmen. 

His father and grandfather were both 
skilled in stonemasonry and construction, 
and after his schooling he was apprenticed 
to the Dorchester architect John Hicks. 

However, Hardy had performed well aca¬ 
demically and would get up early so he 
could read Latin or Greek before walking to 
Mr Hicks’ office - a practice later copied by 
his fictional character Jude the Obscure. 

It was in 1862 that Hardy moved to 
London to work with Mr Blomfield, who is 
perhaps best known for designing the Royal 
College of Music. 

He was also responsible for St Mary’s 
Church in Walmer and St Michael’s parish 
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Canterbury

Green MEFs 
anti-airport 
appeal is 
derided by 
Lydd chiefs 

LYDD airport bosses have rejected calls 
from a Euro MP for further investigations 
into their proposed expansion plans and 
branded her comments “ill-informed”. 

Caroline Lucas, Green MEP for Kent, has 
appealed to the European Commission over 
Shepway council’s decision to approve Lydd 
airport’s expansion plans. 

Dr Lucas, who is also the Green Party 
leader, has written to the Environment 
Commissioner Janez Potocnik, asking him 
to investigate the threat posed to two pro¬ 
tected sites by the proposed runway exten¬ 
sion and passenger terminal. 

The airport’s plans are on hold after con¬ 
servation body Natural England appealed 
to the Secretary of State when its advice 
was overridden by Shepway councillors. 

A decision on whether the Government 
will call this in for a public inquiry will not 
be made until after the election. 

Dr Lucas said: “I hope the European 
Commission will recognise this planned 
expansion is ill-advised and potentially in 
breach of environmental protection laws.” 

But the airport’s Jo Oliver said: “Is she 
not aware that we originally submitted our 
planning applications in 2006 and then 
spent the next three-and-a-half-years work¬ 
ing to make sure our plans took into 
account all the concerns being expressed?” 

Councillors voted 27-12 in favour of the 
plans last month.

gator had to cruise over the sea for half an 
hour waiting to see if it would blow them up. 

The understandably cautious RAF con¬ 
trollers eventually ordered them home, only 
for another nerve-racking period as every¬ 
one waited to see whether the landing had 
triggered a countdown to explosion. 

It could have all been so different, she 
said, because from the age of 13 she had 
wanted to be a hairdresser and was only 
dissuaded by a canny mother, who pressed 
her to study the sciences. 

Even when she joined the RAF as an 
engineering officer, largely to gain sponsor¬ 
ship through university, she had no inkling 
that she would become a pilot - women 
were not allowed to fly any RAF aircraft. 

This changed in 1989 to allow woman to 
fly helicopters and multi-engine aircraft in 
a support role. Still she had no interest in 
‘reaching for the sky 7 , confessing she only 
went for flight aptitude tests after she 
learned they would be held at Biggin Hill: 
“It meant I could have tea with my mum.” 

But she soon realised she had the hand- 
eye co-ordination and other talents needed. 

It led to her advancing to fast jets in 1992 
and the Hawk trainer flown by the Red 
Arrows, though not without her instructor 
pleading with the establishment to ignore 
her sex and simply pass her on good results. 

In 1995 she was cleared to fly combat mis¬ 
sions with the Tornado, but not without prej¬ 
udice: of the eight squadrons of the day, seven 
turned her down, but she was welcomed by 
617 Squadron of Dambusters fame. 

By this time, she had heard all the wise¬ 
cracks too, including: “You can’t be a fighter 
pilot - you won’t be able to park.” 

At only 5ft 4ins, she also rubbished com¬ 
ments about being too small. 

And now aged 41 and a mum, author and 
speaker, she has become an example to a 
whole generation of female pilots. 


Police win half 
of £1.5m haul 


KENT Police have received a financial 
boost with the prosecution of a Belgian 
money-launderer arrested in Dover. 

Nabil Zekari, 39, was sentenced to four- 
and-a-half years in prison last December 
after Border Agency officials caught him 
attempting to leave the UK with approxi¬ 
mately £1.5 million cash hidden in his van. 

And following a successful forfeiture 
order, about half the money - believed to be 
the largest amount ever seized at a British 
port - will be awarded to Kent Police.

AS election fever mounts, 
all focus seems to be on 
the economy, which could 
decide many votes. 

Other subjects risk being side¬ 
lined, including the ID card 
scheme and related ‘database 
state’ projects that lay behind it.

In future, if you want a pass¬ 
port or other document ‘designat¬ 
ed’ by government, you could be 
compelled to register on the data¬ 
base. If you don’t ‘volunteer’ for 
the card, you’ll still be finger¬ 
printed and pay for the ‘privi¬ 
lege’, numbered, indexed and 
tracked by the database - for life. 

Renew every 10 years or when 
circumstances, like your address, 
change, on pain of a hefty fine. 
Once on, there’s no getting off. 

N02ID is non-party, but I invite 
all candidates to publicly state 
where they stand on this issue. 

If you are approached, seeking 
your vote, press them on the sub¬ 
ject. N02ID’s ‘demands’ are: 
scrap ID cards and the National 
Identity Register; that means 
repeal of the 2006 ID Cards Act, 
not just scrapping the cards 
whilst retaining the Act. 

We also want an unequivocal 
end to related projects: the 
ContactPoint children’s data¬ 
base, which over a generation or 
two could become a de facto 


Identity Register by default; the 
NHS Connected for Health cen¬ 
tralised Summary Care Record 
(SCR) - uploading of confidential 
medical records; and amend¬ 
ments to the Data Economy Act. 

We are also watching the priva¬ 
cy and civil liberty implications of 
the National ANPR Centre, 
which aims to record every 
British car journey; e-Borders - 
detailed information on all trav¬ 
ellers passed around government 
agencies; vetting and barring - 
computerised records and official 
suspicion to control employment 
and volunteering by millions. 
Also, how the DNA database 
expands and is used. 

Tempted 

ContactPoint will eventually 
replace all the existing children’s 
records kept by the agencies 
dealing with them. 

The idea is to have every single 
child recorded - not just those 
who come to the attention of 
those agencies. Although records 
are planned to be deleted at age 
24, who knows how tempted a 
future government may be to 
keep them and have the National 
Identity system they crave? 


SCRs are the first stage of the 
NHS Spine. They are being rolled 
out across the country by 
Primary Health Care area, by 
the agency Connecting for 
Health, and haven’t yet reached 
Kent, but soon will. 

The argument for this is to 
have your details available in an 
away-from-home emergency. 

People with some conditions 
may indeed welcome this, 
although A&E departments 
already work to protocols where 
they have no medical records. 

Our argument is that the SCR 
contains the most personal of 
details which, as the NHS Spine 
develops, many people in the 
NHS, including non-medical 
ones, will be able to access. 

Your GP will be asked to upload 
your details, and you should get a 
letter 12-16 weeks before it hap¬ 
pens. If you don’t respond, you 
will be assumed to have consent¬ 
ed. Opting out is possible but has¬ 
n’t been made easy. 

N02ID has produced more 
information and an opt-out form 
to send to your GP, available at 
www.TheBigOptOut.org. If 
you’ve already opted out, your 
GP records should be marked 



Read Code 93C3 or XaKRy, 
which means Not To Be 
Uploaded - Consent Denied. It 
may be worth checking with your 
GP to ensure this has been done. 

Lastly, the Digital Economy 
Act, rushed through in the dying 
days of the old parliament, 
threatens to restrict or deny 
internet access and criminalise 
thousands of people even if 
there’s no proof they’ve done any¬ 
thing wrong. 

It’s meant to prevent illegal 
downloading and file-sharing, 
and was driven by the powerful 
music industry. Large parts of 
the Act were word-for-word copy¬ 
ing of submissions from the 
Performing Right Society (PRS). 

The Digital Economy Act 
makes Britain the first country 
in Europe to restrict citizens’ 
internet access and so closely 
monitor their internet use. 

If you hold strong views on any 
of these things, don’t let the 
politicians off the hook when 
they come seeking your vote. 

All these schemes cost a lot of 
money that the country cannot 
afford. Which brings us back to 
the economy...

Movement for culture

guitar, I wonder how many of our children 
will get the chance to learn a musical instru¬ 
ment in their school. Dance is also good for 
communities. It is a creative activity for peo¬ 
ple of all ages and backgrounds, with the 
added benefits of being a popular form of 
exercise, entertainment and employment. 

Some 4.8 million people participate in com¬ 
munity dance each year in the UK. Dance is 
the second most popular physical activity for 
young people after football, and the most pop¬ 
ular physical activity for girls. 

Youth Dance England runs national pro¬ 
grammes for 58p of public investment for 
each school-age young person (compared with 
£38.21 per child for music and £79.47 for 
school sport). 

And the dance workforce is 40,000 - with 
10,000 students in training per year. 

Culture, media and sport are important ele¬ 
ments through which social identity and a 
sense of community can be fostered. 

Similarly, the continued existence of grass¬ 
roots activity in sport and culture, despite the 
large scale withdrawal of public sector sup¬ 
port, shows the continuing need and value of 
these activities to citizens. 

Financial support should be given to ensure 
there are adequate resources to allow activi¬ 
ties to flourish at a local level. 

The private sector cannot sustain a varied 
local mix of cultural activities: local cultural 
services must not be cut.

It seems he and they 
decided, after an apparent stalemate with the 
council over renovating it and finding a new 
operator, to go ahead with the repairs and are 
hoping to have it back up and running by 
July at the latest. No announcement has 
been made as yet as to who is to operate it on 
licence from Radnor, though. 


As for the repairs, Shepway council carried 
over £294,000 last year, from 2008, in order 
to supposedly cover these costs, but whether 
they will pay up remains to be seen. In my 
view they should, without quibbling, and if 
there were monies left over, these put 
towards future running costs and further 
renovations, if and when required. 

Finally, on a related matter, I have heard 
that one of the former step-lift carriages that 
ran on the old second track is being renovat¬ 
ed and may be placed on its memorial site, 
just inside the adjacent coastal park, in the 
next couple of months.

Steering at loopholes

So if drivers look for loopholes in the way 
speed limits are enforced, can the camera 
partnerships really complain?

Good, safe and courteous driving practice is 
what we should be focusing on, but that 
requires some form of skill to enforce, where¬ 
as speed limit enforcement can be done by 
any halfwit. For example, we have 
Speedwatch vigilantes scribbling down regis¬ 
tration numbers. 


Highway authorities have a legal duty to 
maintain speed limits signs, which they have 
failed to do, therefore many speed limits are 
being knowingly enforced illegally. 

Go on the internet and there are hundreds 
of cases where camera partnerships have 
known full well that they are acting illegally 
but have only owned up when somebody has 
taken them to court. 

Only last year new legislation was brought 
in so that even if drivers win their case, they 
will no longer be entitled to recover all their 
costs. With the threat of court costs, it is any 
wonder people are being bullied into paying 
up? So why not fight back where you can. 

A couple of years ago in Kent, it was report¬ 
ed a member of the police was suspended 
over a “procedural” matter and more than 
120 speeding cases were dropped. 

Is this information freely available (or any 
similar errors) on the police or camera part¬ 
nerships websites, so we can all see this was 
investigated openly and all those wrongly 
convicted had their convictions quashed? 

Is it any wonder people have lost faith in 
government and institutions when all we see 
is deceit, cover-ups and bullying.

HAVING expanded its currently 
untouchable seven-year warran¬ 
ty from just two models to its 
entire range, ambitious Kia has 
iust enjoyed its best-ever month 
in the UK 

The record March also topped the Korean 
marque’s most successful first quarter here 
- the 20,673 vehicles sold was close to the 
total sold over the whole of 2003. 

Interestingly, sales of its now ageing 
Sportage SUV (sports utility vehicle) were 
up 62 per cent against the first quarter of 
2009, reflecting the demand for cars with 
occasional four-wheel-drive in the harsh 
weather of early 2010. 

But it also bodes well for the car’s stun¬ 
ning replacement due later this year, which 
I reckon will allow this model to step away 
from its old status as a cut-price alternative 
to the increasingly expensive Toyota RAV4. 

The newcomer is a fresh and sporty 
design blending the key SUV features - 
commanding driving position and raised 
ground clearance - and Kia promises a 
“highly competitive diesel and petrol 
engine line-up”. 

A taste of what to expect is already on 
the market in the form of a dynamic new 
version of the bigger Sorento, which ditched 
the traditional ‘body on ladder frame’ 
format for big 4x4s, and adopted a single¬ 
piece body more akin to a standard car. 

Kia’s argument is that the Sorento won 
fans with genuine off-road and towing 
prowess at a sensible price - with haggling, 
you could get into a new one for well under 
£20,000 - but it was never going to sell big 
to a niche market. 

Its successor is lighter, more stylish and 
far better on-road, comes with an economi¬ 
cal front-wheel drive only option and has 




the bonus of seven seats if you want it. 

Okay, the new Sorento would be out¬ 
classed by its predecessor in a real mire, 
but it will conquer the mucky tracks and 
dodgy surfaces that many of us have faced 
over the winter. 

The marque also launched another new 


car this year, a baby MPV called the Venga. 

It’s a clever and smart looking vehicle let 
down slightly by its powertrains and a ride 
quality that can be coarse. The driving 
experience is fairly lacklustre too. 

But many buyers will be seduced by the 
spacious cabin enabled by a long wheelbase 


within compact overall dimensions and dis¬ 
guised by clever lines; the deep crease 
across the doors squeezes the depth of the 
flanks and lowers the high roofline visually.

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Is Toyota’s IQ 
Smart enough?

WAS Toyota being just too clever 
with the introduction of the bigger- 
engined IQ3? 

Having outsmarted Germany’s Smart by the 
small yet important margins seen in the city 
car sector, we did wonder last year if the 
Japanese giant had then lost its marbles. 

The move certainly does not add up at first: 
the IQ3 (from £11,995) is £2,000 dearer than 
the IQ entry model with the 1.0-litre engine 
we saw at launch, the bigger engine’s higher 
C02 emissions (113g/km) means losing 
exemption from road tax and coughing up £30 
annually after year one, while it averages 
5-6mpg less than the smaller engine, depend¬ 
ing on whether it is manual or auto. 

But a would-be buyer needs to use their own 
IQ here and work out exactly how they are 
going to use the car. 

In three-cylinder 1.0 form, the IQ really is a 
city car, though there is no reason why you 
should not drive long distances occasionally, 
especially as the car’s wide track and similar¬ 
ly proportioned front cabin make it feel like a 
larger vehicle. 

But the four-cylinder 1.3 engine delivers 
more acceleration and, crucially, more cruising 
power and refinement than the ‘three-pot’ on 
the motorway as I found when road testing a 
car loaned by Motorline Toyota at Canterbury. 

This makes the IQ3 a great commuter car 
and suited to someone who lives some way 
from London or has a long commute across 
Kent as well as some town driving. 


In short, a better all-rounder and potentially 
someone’s only car, where as the original 
might be stretched to fulfil more than the 
duties of a second car. 

The IQ3 also suits an automatic ‘box, which 
in turn fits the ethos of the small city run¬ 
about; the original IQ is by no means poor in 
this area, but the auto gear changes can feel a 
little more frantic, though nothing like as bad 
as the Smart’s, which can feel like a fun park 
ride in the cut and thrust of city traffic. 


Overall IQ attributes are impressive too. It is 
just 30cms longer than the Smart, yet gains 
two extra seats. 

However, the seat behind the driver is 
unsuitable even for a child in a child seat, 
unless the driver is pressed against the wind¬ 
screen. The front passenger seat is staggered 
close to the dashboard though and this leaves 
room for an adult to sit behind - just. 

So we have a 3+1-seat car rather than a full 
four-seater and the ‘+1’ is really the boot as there

is barely any space behind the rear seatbacks. 

Nevertheless, the IQ is masterly packaged 
and its lower stance, combined with its wider 
track, goes a long way towards overcoming the 
pitching motion expected from a car with such 
a short wheelbase. 

The IQ drives and handles well for its size, 
too. In fact, the larger engine of the IQ3 also 
settles the car more. 

Interior quality and trimming is superb, 
although I think it could be a bit funkier to 
attack the Smart. On the other hand, if you 
want the ‘Lexus’ of city cars then this is it and 
it comes with no less than nine airbags - it 
may be small, but it is very safe. 

Okay, there is something of the Lexus about 
the price and even Motorline admits that 
many buyers turn to the slightly bigger yet 
cheaper full four-seat Aygo. 

But Motorline’s Canterbury manager Robert 
Hobbs said: “IQ customers appreciate some¬ 
thing a little different. The IQ is a car with 
intelligent answers to questions often raised 
with small car packages. 

“It’s funky and genuinely fun to drive, with 
an amazing turning circle, plus a feel of interi¬ 
or quality not seen in such a small car before.”

Smart ForTwo Coupe 


APART from the few electric cars 
around, Smart’s diesel version of 
its distinctive ForTwo Coupe is the 
greenest production car on UK 
roads. 

It offers parity on C02 emissions with that 
paragon of eco-motoring the Toyota Prius, and 
also betters its average fuel consumption by 
around five mpg. 

You could also buy two for the price of the 
Toyota and dodge around town and park more 
easily - providing you don’t have to carry more 
than two people. 

However much it is greener than its petrol 
brothers though - and there is not that much 
in it - I would still go down the petrol route. 

A Smart is never a pleasurable drive and 
more of a means to an end, but the diesel is 
hard work. 

Okay, it’s a masterpiece of compact engineer¬ 
ing, but gruff and lumpy, especially when cold. 

Even when warm it hates accelerating; the 
official time to 62mph is 16.8 seconds, but that 


seemed optimistic to me and you soon learn to 
throttle back anyway to ease the racket. 

If the diesel has a virtue it is that the extra 
weight deadens the pitching effect allowed by 
the car’s short wheelbase when changing gear 
automatically. 

Familiarity with any Smart teaches you to 
back off the throttle just before the gearbox 
changes up anyway, but it is preferable to 
select gears manually most of the time and 


engage auto only when in slow moving traffic. 

The Smart is also more entertaining when 
hustled manually, by flicking the floor-mount¬ 
ed shift or, if fitted, steering wheel paddles. 

Despite its relative height, a Smart does not 
roll into bends as you might expect and the 
diesel is even better planted, though spirited 
driving can make even this hop around a bit - 
albeit in a safe and predictable way. 

Nevertheless, with the extra wear and tear 


on tyres and mechanicals - not to mention the 
nerves - it makes it hard to recommend the 
diesel to any but the committed town dweller. 

And as many Smarts are bought as cheap- 
to-run second cars and consequently do fewer 
miles, this also argues against the fuel savings 
of the diesel. 

But don’t let all this put you off what remains 
a funky way to downsize your car choice. 

For its size, the Smart is still extraordinarily

space-efficient even if it now has stiff 
competition from the clever Toyota IQ, which 
is just marginally longer yet can seat three 
plus one -1 won’t allow Toyota to claim it can 
seat four. 

The current Mark II Smart range has also 
done away with some of the flappy Blue Peter 
DIY fixtures and fittings of the original car. 

It now has a proper boot, with roll-top parcel 
shelf and two-part opening. For light items, you 


simply lift the glass upper tailgate; if loading 
bulkier stuff, you then drop the main tailgate. 

Unfortunately, the small matter of a 
20cm/eight-inch increase in length has stolen 
away one of the Smart’s great publicity stunts 
- the ability to park nose or tail in to the kerb. 
It just seems to jut out that bit too far for com¬ 
fort now. 

Interestingly though, while we were filming 
our test car in and around Hythe for Motors 


TV at www.carsforkent.co.uk and realising 
this ability had been lost, we found a family 
so in love with its Smart they had created a 
tailored parking slot off the main driveway of 
their home. 

It underlines how some families see this car 
as the perfect shopping ‘trolley’ and a decent 
space-saving second car, but prices start at 
nearly £8,680 - more than enough for a decent 
four-seat city car like the Fiat Panda.

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‘Regulations bonfire’ 
2020 plea by Carter 


BUREAUCRACY is costing Kent 
and UK generally one new home in 
five compared with our Continental 
neighbours, writes Steve Loader. 

This simple yet shocking fact was delivered by 
Kent County Council leader Cllr Paul Carter at 
the Kent 2020 Vision show at Detling, 
Maidstone. Cllr Carter, whose own business 
interests include construction, also plans to 
deliver the proof of this at a local authority hous¬ 
ing conference he proposes for later this year. 

He told the audience: “When I started out 30 
years ago, to build anything you needed two 
pieces of paper. Now, I need about 20 compliance 
documents.” 

On top of that, he added, a developer must now 
pay a raft of consultants to check compliance 
with all those additional regulations. 

Nevertheless, he was shocked recently to be 
told by the MD of one of the world’s largest con¬ 
struction companies that red tape added 20-25 
per cent to UK projects. 

Cllr Carter said: “So, at a time when we need 
to build more affordable homes for owner occu¬ 


piers and for social housing, 
for every four units we 
could build, we could build 
a fifth one free. 

“That is a most extraordi¬ 
nary waste of public money 
that this country can no 
longer afford, so I’m really 
on a mission to wake up 
government to the con¬ 
struction industry and how 
this country has got to 
change if the economy is to 
move forward. 

“We have to have a bonfire of regulation and 
the imposition of bureaucracy on businesses, 
and I’ll do all I can as leader of the largest local 
authority in the country.” 

Cllr Carter then admitted: “I feel better now 
I’ve had my rant.” 

But what had been a heartfelt speech, suffered 
a stuttering start. His first breath drew an ear- 
splitting burst of feedback before he charged 
into another gaffe in a gaffe-prone week (see 
news section) saying: “Thankfully my business¬ 
es are in London and not in Kent...” 


This drew a mixture of gasps and chuckles 
from the audience, though he ploughed on for a 
few seconds until one voice pierced his concen¬ 
tration with: “You did say, ‘Thankfully my busi¬ 
nesses are in London’, didn’t you?”’ 

Cllr Carter admitted he did, but explained he 
said this to show he had no conflict of interest 
between his businesses and his public service 
with KCC. 

Recovering, he went on to say the housing 
industry was now showing some “very small 
green shoots” of recovery, though banks could 
take no credit when they were asking lending 
rates 4.5-5 per cent above base rate - if minded 
to lend at all. 

The KCC leader also banged the drum for his 
other passions - education, the economy and 
transport - before closing with his thinly-veiled 
preference for the outcome of the General 
Election: “I’m hoping we get a Government that 
believes in a smaller state, which will necessi¬ 
tate the employment of fewer public servants 
across the country; that really goes in for dereg¬ 
ulation and makes sure banks regulate them¬ 
selves appropriately and aren’t just fairweather 
friends.” 



Seven making 
its marque 

PRODUCTION of the renowned Caterham Seven 
lightweight two-seater sports car is to be stepped up 
at the firm’s Dartford factory to meet demand and 
cut the three-to-four month waiting list. 

Sales are booming at home and abroad, helped by 
a favourable exchange rate, and the marque was 
one of only three European brands at November’s 
Tokyo Motor Show. 

“We have recorded an extremely positive sales 
period,” said Ansar AN, MD of Caterham Cars, 
“adding to our capacity merely underlines our posi¬ 
tion in the market.” 

The Caterham, derived from a 1950s design by 
Lotus founder Colin Chapman and a popular ‘track 
day’ car with enthusiasts, has been continually 
developed over the years to the point where the cur¬ 
rent Superlight R500 performance flagship can out- 
accelerate supercars costing several times the price. 



Conflicting economic signs ahead of poll 


HEADING into General Election week, 
Kent businesses can reflect upon conflict¬ 
ing measurements of the UK’s economic 
recovery, writes Steve Loader . 

The first quarter of the year showed 
company dividends down just 2.5 per cent 
overall - the slowest decline since the 
recession hit - and twice as many firms 
raised shareholder payouts against those 
who cut. 

But this confidence contrasts with the 


second feeble quarterly growth figure in a 
row (0.2 per cent) underlining the econo¬ 
my’s fragility, though freezing weather, 
the return to 17.5 per cent VAT and an 
early Easter must be taken into account. 

Economists took heart from continuing 
improvement in retailing and the forth¬ 
coming boost from the World Cup football 
finals in June, but a KPMG official 
warned of post-election jitters when 
tough decisions on the public deficit 


begin to take their toll, noting that none 
of the political parties had ruled out a 
VAT rise and this could impact the sector 
before autumn. 

More positive was news that house 
prices rose nine per cent in March year 
on year and business overheads such as 
rent, wages and utilities were also either 
falling or marking time, but consumer 
confidence remains neutral - poised omi¬ 
nously to go either way.

A TRIO of inspirational guest speakers captured and then inflamed 
a mood of optimism at Kent 2020 Vision. 

The UK economy may be limping out of recession - for the sec¬ 
ond quarter in a row we have seen feeble growth well below one 
per cent and way behind our European neighbours. 

And a looming election hasn’t helped, but Kent businesses still 
seem to have that extra spark. Some contacts claimed the 
increased number of stands had diluted the bustle of 2009’s show, 
but the attendance was up and more stands taken surely implies 
more firms putting their money where their mouths are. 

There were recurring themes such as going for investment now 
and particularly in staff, so you are ready for the real take-off - 
hopefully, after the election dust has settled - though some propri¬ 
etors were still cautious. 

However, you also sensed a 
desire to throw off the gloom of 
the past two years and seize upon 
the jokes and anecdotes of the 
guest speakers as much as the 
nuggets of knowledge and experi¬ 
ence they dispensed. 

Nick Hewer, Lord Sugar’s right 
hand man on The Apprentrice, 
breezed in for the breakfast slot 
and cheerfully reminded an audi¬ 
ence hosted by the Visit Kent 
tourist body that the programme’s 
visit to Margate had been a 
tourism PR disaster for the county 
and that he was surprised to be 
invited back. 

True to form though, he probably had tongue firmly in cheek, later 
retracting his comments in a great interview with our own Julie 
Maddocks (see www.businessforkent.co.uk). 

Serial entrepreneur James Caan delivered his money’s worth as 
keynote speaker with top tips and quips and by making one young 
entrepreneur’s day (see separate story on Victoria Hart). 

And the evening dinner took us well away from the cares of busi¬ 
ness to the very real death threat of an air-to-air missile on the tail 
of your RAF warplane during the first Gulf War - the most nerve- 
racking moment for former Chatham girl and the RAF’s first woman 
jet pilot, Jo Salter (see news section).

Caan-do attitude to 
coping in recession 


2020 SOUNDBITES 


DRAGONS’ Den star James Caan told delegates at 
the Kent 2020 Vision show that recessions do not 
have to be the business disaster we think they are, 
writes Steve Loader. 


The keynote speaker at the 
show - held at the County 
Showground at Detling, near 
Maidstone - told a packed audi¬ 
ence: “Yes, I think it’s demotivat¬ 
ing. Yes, I think it’s difficult and 
challenging. But if I’m frank and 
honest, those are probably the 
periods when I learnt the most 
and, with entrepreneurs as busi¬ 
ness people, I think that’s what 
separates the men from the boys.” 

People could be successful and 
build great businesses during a 
boom but he added: “That doesn’t 
take skill and talent - that’s what 
I call ‘riding the market’ - but 
when things get difficult, the ques¬ 
tion is, what do you do then?” 

And the man who built a multi¬ 
million-pound recruitment empire 
from setting up in a tiny office at 
21, was not being smug, because 
he confessed that he nearly lost it 
all in the early 1990s when a 
client failed to pay and he couldn’t 
meet his wage bill. 

But it was the loyalty of his staff, 
he said, that saved the day and he 
stressed how business people 
needed to value the people who 
work for them, building the right 
‘culture’. 

His top tip on the day was to 
start looking to build staff num¬ 
bers while recruitment/salary 
costs were stable and before the 
economy started taking off again. 

He was also passionate about 
using ‘internships’ - bringing in 
bright and enthusiastic graduates 
to give them the work experience 
they wanted so desperately for 
their CVs and who could bring, in

return, fresh thoughts and ways of 
doing things. 

It was a theme picked up later 
by Cllr Kevin Lynes, KCC cabinet 
member for regeneration and eco¬ 
nomic development, who brought 
two friends to the final speech of 
the day. One was Pauline Smith, 
who heads KCC’s apprenticeship 
programme, and the other was 
one of the scheme’s keen young 
participants, Keith Jackson. 

Cllr Lynes told delegates that 
they needed ‘a Keith’ to bring new 
enthusiasm and blood to their 
businesses and to recognise that 
form-filling and bureaucratic 
obstacles that used to bedevil 
apprenticeships had been swept 
away. 

Earlier Visit Kent had launched 
its eye-catching new ‘Kent 
Contemporary’ tourism campaign, 
backed initially by a £400,000 
KCC grant and justifiable against 
tourism’s ranking as the UK’s fifth 
most valuable industry and one 
worth a cool £2.5 billion to Kent 
alone and set to grow with a 
favourable exchange rate.

Kent man’s role 
in cinema deal 

A COMPANY still billed as the “the greatest 
name in cinema advertising” has been sold for 
£10 million in a deal brokered by a Kent 
lawyer and self-confessed cinema fan. 

Empire Cinemas’ director Justin Ribbons of 
Bonnington, near Ashford, helped put together 
a package that saw Pearl & Dean - the cinema 
advertising business famous for its “pah-pah, 
pah-pah, pa-pa-pah” jingle - taken on by a new 
company, Image Ltd, set up by another Empire 
director and sole shareholder, Thomas 
Anderson. 


Pearl & Dean lost £13.3m last year due to a 
disadvantageous contract, now ended, with 
another cinema chain, Vue. 



The new deal allows a major realignment 
within the UK screen industry, which sees 
Empire move its 16-site/146-screen advertis¬ 
ing rights away from Pearl & Dean’s arch-rival 
and sector number one Digital Cinema Media 
- a joint venture between Empire’s cinema 
rivals, the Odeon and Cineworld. 

Acquiring Empire’s business takes Pearl & 
Dean’s admission market share for UK cine¬ 
mas to more than 40 per cent, its highest in 
more than six years. 

Pearl & Dean’s former owner STV hunted a 
buyer for four years in an attempt to re-struc- 
ture after an ambitious, but ultimately unsuc¬ 
cessful, expansion and diversification from its 
former life as broadcaster Scottish TV. 

It bought the advertising business in 1999, 
when the then STV management team 
famously re-labelled the ladies’ and gents’ toi¬ 
lets at its Glasgow HQ ‘Pearl’ and ‘Dean’.

My generation: 
New age dawns 
for older staff in 
changed world 

Post-recession employment and staffing levels have been key 
topics this week at county and national level, prompted by the 
Kent 2020 Vision business show and the General Election. Much 
of this debate has been about the role younger people - school 
leavers and graduates - can and need to play in repairing the car 
crash that is the UK economy. But what about the reservoir of 
experience represented by the older generation, still keen to play 
their part and pay their way? CHRIS BRITCHER spoke to a sea¬ 
soned campaigner who has launched a new recruitment propo¬ 
sition - for his own generation. 



C AN there be a better economic 
barometer than the recruitment 
industry? The ebb and flow of hiring 
and firing sends out the clearest 
signals of growth and decline. 

But what about a recruitment firm with a difference? 
Where candidates are rich in experience but perhaps 
poor in opportunities? Welcome to The Really Caring 
60+ Recruitment Company, which is already find¬ 
ing more optimism in 2010 against 2009. 

As the name suggests, this niche operation 
specialises only in over-60s placements and 
more than 1,000 jobseekers have contacted 
proprietor Brian Kent since he launched the 
firm in Tunbridge Wells, some three years ago. 

“Last year was bad,” he admitted. “We placed 
60 jobs in the first year, but it came to a bit of an 
abrupt halt in year two. 

“This year it’s gone in the opposite direction. It’s dan¬ 
gerous to say things are getting better, but there is a 
feeling that confidence is back. But I do fear there may 
be more uncertainty after the election.” 

The venture has cost the 71-year-old former pharma-

ceuticals industry director and entrepreneur much of his 
savings, but he is determined to see it snowball into a 
successful commercial enterprise: “I’ve started business¬ 
es before and I know you don’t expect to be hitting profit 
or even breaking even at this early stage.” 

He’s set himself 10 years to see real returns and 
this month sees his first licensee take the con¬ 
cept outside of Kent’s borders. 

And the thinking behind it is simple: “In 
less than 20 years in the UK there will be 
some 11 million over-60s - representing a 
third of the workforce,” said Mr Kent. 
“Employers, whether they like it or not, are 
going to have to dip into that pool. This is one 
powerful group of people. The problem of this demo¬ 
graphic has to be redressed. 

“The country cannot afford to ignore it, pensions are 
on the wane, and the Treasury’s own figures show they 
could benefit by up to £31bn a year if they relaxed the 
statutory retirement age of 65.

• 2003 - Returned to pharmaceutical industry in senior role, but 
asked to retire at statutory age, after which he became disillu¬ 
sioned with “youth-orientated” recruitment agencies and set 
up on his own: “It was a road to Damascus move -1 then knew 
what I wanted to do with the rest of my life.” 


We totally understand 
how you are feeling. 


“People live longer now. People in their 60s don’t just 
drop dead. We are living healthily now. The first person 
to live to 150 has already been bom, the scientists are 
telling us. 

‘Why should older people be part of workplace? 
Experience - you can’t leam it - 
it’s a long and painful process. 

We’ve been there and got the 
bruises to prove it. The other rea¬ 
son, on a comparative basis, is 
that we’re pretty well educated 
and have a whole set of values 
patently missing from society. If 
we say we’ll get a job done, we’ll 
do it. It means we’ll work the 
extra hours to do it.” 

Bom in Seal, near Sevenoaks, 

Mr Kent started in sales and 
marketing, going on to mn an 
international company involved 
in the design and scheduling of 
hospital laboratories. He found 
himself out of work as he hit 
retirement age, but desperate to 
keep on working. 

Finding recmitment agencies 
unsatisfactory for people of his 
age group, a chat with a friend 
sowed the seed for his new 
venture. 

The agency works on a mem¬ 
bership basis, with members and 
potential employers benefiting 
from networking opportunities. Mr Kent said: “It’s all 
based on the old-fashioned principle of getting to know 
people — of seeing the whites of their eyes. 

“Now we have about 80 local employers who look to 


us, significantly all willing - and a great many of them 
would prefer - to hire older people. 

“And the reasons are well known: we’re dead keen to 
work, money isn’t the most important thing and we 
have all these old-fashioned standards like respect, loy¬ 
alty and getting the job done. 

“The interesting thing is the way 
we go about it. If you send off your 
CV to HR departments, it’s just a 
complete and utter waste of time, 
so we make all our approaches 
directly to the decision makers - 
the company directors. Most of 
them are nearer our age than their 
HR departments.” 

He claims to have placed every¬ 
thing from company CEOs to part- 
time gardeners. He reckons 30 per 
cent of those on his books ended 
their working lives on six-figure 
salaries, but now have different 
priorities. 

“They’d be happy to earn £25,000 
a year for doing something which is 
interesting - gives them a reason 
to get up in the morning,” Mr Kent 
explained. “It used to be the theory 
that you had to exercise muscles to 
keep them healthy but the brain 
was completely different. Now it is 
proven there are people in rest 
homes going crazy simply because 
they have nothing to do. 

“So it’s a win-win to employ us. 
First you stave off dementia and the cost of looking after 
sufferers. Instead of having someone dependant on soci¬ 
ety - they are making a contribution.”

THE ill-wind of recession has 
blown some good - a survey 
shows a quarter of employees in 
Kent say they are more loyal to 
their employer as a direct result of 
the economic downturn. 

The findings from Kelly Services, taken 
from early October, 2009, and at the end of 
January, 2010, reveal 23 per cent say the 
economic downturn has made them more 
loyal, while nine per cent say it has made 
them less loyal and 68 per cent say it has 
made no difference. 

And Kent workers have been shown to be 
more loyal than those in Cardiff and 
Newcastle upon Tyne (both 22 per cent). 

Furthermore, 37 per cent of Kent workers 
say they are “totally committed” to their job, 
against 31 per cent in Cardiff. 

Those workers who are more loyal to their 
employers attribute the shift to positive man¬ 
agement, good company morale and active 
communication from senior executives. 

Those who are less loyal cite poor manage¬ 
ment and low morale. 

The impact of the economic slowdown on 
work attitudes has been greatest among the 
youngest and what is usually the most care¬ 
free age group - Generation Y (aged 18-29) - 
where 30 per cent say the downturn has 
made them more loyal. 

This compares with 25 per cent of 
Generation X (aged 30-47) and 22 per cent of 
baby boomers (aged 48-65). 

The findings are part of the Kelly Global 
Workforce Index canvassing almost 6,000 
people in the UK. 

Psychologist Dr Linda Papadopoulos said: 
“There are several factors implicated in the 
levels of commitment and loyalty employees 
feel towards employers, but central to this is 
a sense of being valued. 

“This can come in various forms, from mon¬ 
etary incentives to management style, but

ultimately if employees feel their company 
has gone that extra mile during difficult 
times to ensure they are secure and happy in 
their role, then that sense of loyalty is much 
more likely to be reciprocated. 

“In addition, the fact that many employers 
are seen as being ruthless when it comes to 
culling workforce numbers at times of crisis, 
working for a team that values their employ¬ 
ees during difficult times is going to be 
regarded as comparatively rare and there¬ 
fore more valuable.” 

Kelly Services general manager John 
Callagher said: “The recession has been chal¬ 
lenging for everyone, but the findings clearly 
show that those employers who have commu¬ 
nicated openly about the difficult conditions 
and who have tried to look after staff have 
been able to build strong levels of trust with¬ 
in their organisations. 

“As the economy recovers, this heightened 
loyalty will stand them in good stead, giving 
a competitive advantage as a result of a more 
committed and focused workforce.” 


■ HIGHWAYS and maintenance contractor 
FM Conway claims to have become the 
first UK wastewater and aggregates recycler 
to open a drainage treatment plant 24 hours a 
day, five days a week. 

The site at FM Conway’s Dartford head 
office is operated by the group’s cleansing 
division and separates out the water in waste 
drawn from blocked gullies, culverts and other 
systems. This is then used for the company’s 
own aggregates washing facility, recycling mil¬ 
lions of tonnes of water every year. 

Director of cleansing Tristan Miles said: “FM 
Conway takes its environmental responsibili¬ 
ties seriously and our wastewater recycling 
plant can be utilised by councils across the 
country. 

“The plant also separates out materials such 
as sand and stone, which can be used in con¬ 



crete. In effect, the more we invest in technolo¬ 
gies and processes, the more we recycle and 
less waste is sent to landfill.” 

Founded in 1961, FM Conway now employs 
more than 1,800 people. 


S im on’s ParaRail return ticket 


FAST-growing Kent building services compa¬ 
ny ParaRail has expanded its operations to 
cover the region north of the Thames. 

The company, based at Ruckinge, near 
Ashford, now has a new regional office in 
Pulloxhill, Bedfordshire, to service 
projects in the northern Home 
Counties, East Anglia and the 
Midlands. 

And Simon Lawrence has rejoined 
ParaRail to run the new regional 
office. He previously worked for the 
company between 2000 and 2008. 

ParaRail has doubled its turnover 
in each of the last two years and is 
on course for another big increase 
this year. The company grew from 
the reorganisation of British Rail in 
1996 and many senior executives are ex-rail¬ 
way building works managers. 

One of its major projects is a £16.2 million 
three-year programme of remedial works at 


185 stations and 12 depots throughout Kent 
and south-east London, creating dozens of 
new jobs for skilled mechanical and electrical 
engineers, painters, carpenters and bricklay¬ 
ers and making ParaRail one of the largest 
private sector employers in the 
Ashford area. 

Last year it formed a new divi¬ 
sion, ParaConstruction, to operate 
alongside the rail business and 
raise the company profile in the 
general building, construction, 
refurbishment, mechanical and 
electrical engineering, and facilities 
management markets. 

ParaRail MD Lee Ruston said: “We 
previously handled contracts north 
of the Thames from our Kent base, 
but a significant increase in business over 
the last 18 months made it sensible to pro¬ 
vide a more local presence. We are excited by 
its potential for considerable growth.”

DOVER is about to see a new and 
futuristic ship launched - but it’s 
some way from the busy Channel 
port, writes Steve Loader. 

It is, in fact, an all-new eco-friendly office 
development rising on the heights above 
Dover at Whitfield’s Beechwood Business 
Park and clearly inspired by the maritime her¬ 
itage of the area - it even has what looks like 
a funnel and 'floats’ on a sea of super-insulat¬ 
ing polystyrene. 

But while it has elegance and eye-catching 
appeal far above the usual functionality of 
modem offices, it is what lies behind the 
superstructure that will catch the eye of 
potential tenants. 

Because this development - a speculative 
venture by developer WCR Property - is 
believed to be the first commercial office devel¬ 
opment in the UK built to exacting German 
Passiv Haus environmental standards, a code 
also used by Hadlow College in its newly- 
opened Rural Regeneration Centre. 

The developer certainly has no doubt that it 
is the country’s most energy-efficient office 
building ever, delivering the lowest possible 
running costs and promoting a healthier and 
more relaxing office environment. 

The 5,000 sq ft offices - the fourth develop¬ 
ment by WCR on this site - feature the high¬ 
est levels of insulation and natural solar ener¬ 


gy re-use. As the building heats up naturally 
through sunlight, internal systems recover 
and reuse the heat to maintain a comfortable 
working environment all year round. 

Windows have been positioned with care to 
harvest the most sunshine on the site, but also 
fitted with automatic blinds to regulate heat 
and light into the building on the brightest 
days. There is also minimal heat and energy 
loss due to a virtually airtight super-insulated 
shell. Apart from the pleasing appearance of 


the building, with its glassy ‘ship’s bridge’ look¬ 
ing out to the road in front, there is also a rear 
deck garden and living grass roof that also 
absorbs water and generates oxygen - all rain¬ 
water is harvested and used to run the toilets 
and ‘grey water’ systems. It is estimated the 
new build, when complete, will generate 80 
per cent fewer emissions, against increasingly 
stringent standard build parameters. 

WCR director William Record said: “We are 
leading the UK in this area which makes this 


a very exciting development, especially for 
Dover. To be at the forefront of eco-construc- 
tion is fundamental to our strategy. We believe 
our building provides what will become the 
predominant commercial model.” 

The company’s Mike Wallace said the devel¬ 
opment offered future occupiers “a highly orig¬ 
inal and physically beneficial building. When 
people feel good their productivity rises and 
the organisation benefits”. 

It is also clear that, above and beyond the 
commercial potential for Passiv Haus - WCR 
has two further sites at Beechwood that could 
be used for bigger versions - there is also 
clearly a passion for the building technique. 
Project manager and architect Terry Hill said: 
“Buildings like this will not take off overnight. 
People have to be made to see the benefits of 
it, but once enlightened - like us - they can see 
the potential. 

“This is one reason why we wanted the 
building to look inviting and I took much of my 
inspiration from the De La Warr Pavilion [in 
Bexhill]. Once people look further they then 
see all the other benefits.” 

Mr Hill’s eureka moment came after four 
years of studies with the Centre of Alternative 
Technology. He said: “I’ve been a project man¬ 
ager, engineer and architect, but you never 
stop learning and this gave me the drive to 
find out all I could about this new building 
technique.”

In golf Kent got off to a poor start in 
their opening match of the South Eastern 
Division season, the county’s women 
going down to a 6-3 defeat against 
Middlesex at Seaford. 

Kent’s DJ Robinson made it through to 
the next stage of the small-bore rifle 
association’s Olympic trials, after a suc¬ 
cessful meeting at Bisley. 


25 YEARS AGO: THE opening game 
of the County Championship saw 
Kent and Surrey fight each other 
to a standstill at Canterbury. 

Batting first, Kent lost opener Mark 
Benson for a duck, but 92 from Simon 
Hinks and 159 from Chris Cowdrey 
helped them post 336 all out. 

Surrey’s reply looked to be in trouble 
when they lurched to 41 for 4, but 
Alec Stewart made 158 and put on 252 
for the fifth wicket with Monty Lynch, 
who made 115. 

Closing on 445 for 9 declared, Surrey 
effectively ended Kent’s hopes of a win 
and the highlight of an otherwise mean¬ 
ingless second innings by the home side 
was 111 from Derek Aslett. 

In Division Three Gillingham were fifth, 
after a 3-2 win over Lincoln at Priestfield. 

In the Gola League, Dartford were beat¬ 
en 2-1 at Watling Street by Gateshead, 
while Maidstone were held to a 2-2 draw 
by Scarborough at the Athletic Ground.

CANTERBURY Rugby Club 
again plays host to the Kent 
Spitfire Sevens today as the revi¬ 
talised tournament continues to 
go from strength to strength.

A crowd of up to 500 is expected to turn out 
with sides from Kent competing against 
invitational teams from outside the county, 
including last year’s champions, Kamikaze. 

The London-based side go in as favourites 
but Canterbury press officer David Haigh 
expects fierce competition and a feast of 
entertaining rugby. 

He said: “Since we took it over we’ve 
revived it as a county sevens, it’s given it a 
real shot in the arm. The county sevens had 


fallen into disrepair but it’s four years since 
we took it over and it’s been a great success. 

“Kamikaze were formed by Jeremy 
Walmsley, a former Canterbury player, and 
they’re always a good side. 

“We’ve got the RAF team with us again and 
they’re going to be strong and Old 
Tonbridgians have entered a side so they’re 
an unknown quantity It looks as though it’s 
going to be close again.” 

The host club will field a development team 
and a social side, with the first XV having 
taken on Rosslyn Park in National 2 South 
yesterday. 

The day’s overall winners will collect the 
Hailwood Shield while the best-performing 
Kent side walks away with the Cornwallis Cup. 

The first game gets under way at 12pm.

IMPROVED co-operation from 
clubs and better preparation have 
been credited as key factors in 
Kent winning their first FA 
County Youth Cup last weekend. 

Andrew Miller scored the only 
goal of the game at Gillingham’s 
Priestfield Stadium as Kent’s 
under-18s beat their counterparts 
from Sheffield & Hallamshire. 

It was the first time Kent had 
won the trophy in its 65-year 
histoiy and helped make amends 
for the defeat to Birmingham in 
last year’s final. 

Ken Brooke, team manager, 
believes the experience of losing 12 
months ago counted in his side’s 
favour. 

He said: ‘We were much better 
prepared than last year in a num¬ 
ber of areas. Our boys were looking 
fairly relaxed and you could see on 
the faces of the opposition they 
were a bit nervous. 

“They deserved it and it made up 
for last year. I’m hoping it means 
something special.” 

It marked the end of a three- 
year plan from the Kent County 


Football Association to win the tro¬ 
phy, which ensured the victoiy was 
no fluke. 

Both the under-16s and under- 
18s are unbeaten this season, with 
the latter needing a point from 
their final league game next month 


to retain their Southern Counties 
Championship. 

Brooke has helped transform the 
county’s fortunes by working close¬ 
ly with the players’ clubs, which he 
felt had been a significant factor.

TO SAY it’s been frantic this week is an 
understatement; we’ve had to prepare eight 
cars and staff inside three days for one of our 
biggest meetings of the year at Brands Hatch 
this weekend. 

After Rockingham last week, we managed to 
keep the lead in both the British Touring Car 
Championship (BTCC) and the Porsche 
Carrera Cup, which is fantastic for everyone 
who has worked so hard this year. 

This week has been busy for the team trying 
to get ready for our home round after back-to- 
back races. To head there leading both cham¬ 
pionships has made history for us and is some¬ 
thing we really didn’t expect. 

We are based just down the road from 
Brands Hatch in Wrotham, but it really hasn’t 
made the task of getting the team ready for 
this round any easier. Luckily after 
Rockingham the cars didn’t incur too much 
damage so it has just been a case of turning 
them around. However, all the guys were 
working up until late Wednesday night to get 
everything ready for when we set up camp at 
Brands Hatch on Thursday People have been 
pulling their hair out, but we’ve done it. 

Problem 


The touring car situation this year was a 
roller coaster for a few weeks and at one point 
we were seriously considering not competing 
in the championship this year. 

Drivers Mat Jackson and Steven Kane came 
in at the last minute along with sponsors. It 
meant our entire pre-season test programme 
was at the media day last month at Brands, all 
six hours of it. We went into the media day 
with a team that wasn’t fully staffed, because 
I didn’t want to leave people without work. So 
I’d created a problem, because suddenly we 
were systems go in all areas. But we were able 
to add really good people and we’ve got two 
good teams. 

But we all need to work very hard on spon¬ 
sorship for the touring car team this weekend, 
because we’ve got a lot of empty space on those 
cars that we need to fill. 

Brands Hatch is a massive meeting for us as 
it is our home round and a chance for us to 
showcase the team. We can’t do anything more 
than we have done so far though after a win 
and three podiums in the BTCC. 

We want to win everywhere we go. To win at 
Brands Hatch this afternoon would be very 
special for the entire team after everything 
that has happened so far this year.

ter or worse and just to see where we 
are at,” Nel said. “It just doesn’t seem to 
be getting any better so we are begin¬ 
ning to explore other options in terms 
of the healing side of things, because 
it’s been three weeks of physio now and 
it’s not really doing anything. 

“I think I need to get direct medical 
advice from a doctor and the scan 
should show whether the problem is 
purely muscle or something else.” 

It’s been a difficult start to his career 
at St Lawrence after signing for the 
county during the winter. The back 
injury, which has been put down to an 
eight-hour drive from his home in 
Edinburgh to Canterbury, meant he 
sat out pre-season fixtures and missed 
the start of the season. The 30-year-old 
then had a debut to forget after being 
smashed for 70 off his eight overs in 
the six-wicket defeat to Warwickshire 
last Sunday, before having to leave the 
field in the second-team game this 
week. 

It’s all added to a sense of frustration 
for a player who is keen to show why 


the county invested in him by offering 
a two-year contract. 

“I’m getting a little fed up now not 
being able to partake in anything,” he 
said. “It’s highly disappointing to come 
down to a new job as such and not be 
able to do it. It’s a little bit embarrass¬ 
ing but I suppose at the end of the day 
nobody intends to get injured. 

Nervous 

“[Sunday] wasn’t the ideal debut, I 
was a little bit nervous and wanted to 
show that I was worth a contract and 
they made the right choice, but it was 
one of those days where it wasn’t 
meant to be. 

“I can’t blame the back to be honest, 
I wouldn’t have declared myself fit oth¬ 
erwise if I knew that was going to limit 
me. 

“I’m just trying to focus on getting 
back out on the field rather than all the 
negative things.” 

Youngster Ashley Shaw also had to 
come off the field in the second-team 
game after experiencing sore shins and 
had to be replaced by coach Simon 
Willis.

Jahed Ahmed and Zoheb 
Sharif (both Blackheath) and Thomas Mees 
(Bromley) all made it through to the final 21. 


FAST bowler Robbie Joseph made an 
encouraging return to fitness by playing 
in two second-team games in the week. 

The Antiguan-bom quick is not expect¬ 
ed to be available for today’s Sunday 
League clash with the Durham 
Dynamos at St Lawrence, but is nearing 
a return after coming through a limited 
overs game last weekend and then a 
four-day fixture in midweek. 

Coach Simon Willis has been encour¬ 
aged by Joseph’s gradual improvement, 
but said he will be assessed on a regular 
basis before a decision is made about a 
return with the first-team.

NEW Kent overseas signing Makhaya Ntini is 
hoping to use his short stint with the county to 
force a recall to the South Africa side. 

The 32-year-old, who is set to make his home 
debut in the Clydesdale Bank 40 game against 
Durham today, is the Proteas’ second highest wick¬ 
et taker in Test matches but lost his place in the 
team during the series with England last winter. 

Ntini landed in the country on Monday and is 
only scheduled to stay with Kent for five weeks, 
when Sri Lanka spinner Malinga Bandara’s deal 
starts. He arrives with a clear motivation to make 
the most of the opportunity and is hoping to make 
a big enough impact in county cricket to prompt 
an international return. 

“Hopefully I can quickly get into a groove and 
show the selectors I’m still capable of doing a good 
job and just what they’ve been missing,” he said. 

Without doubt, there is unfinished business for 
me at international level. I only need 10 more 
wickets to reach the magical 400 in Test cricket 
and I am desperate to reach that milestone. 

“I will only get another opportunity with South 
Africa if I perform well with Kent.” 

Ntini made his Kent debut in the LV= County 
Championship match against Lancashire at Old 
Trafford earlier this week, taking 3 for 46 in the 
first innings. He is set for his first appearance at 
Canterbury’s St Lawrence Ground today. 

The seamer has experienced county cricket 
before after a spell with Warwickshire in 2005 
and is delighted to be back. 

He said: “I enjoyed my spell with Warwickshire 
and was keen for another go. Kent have given me 
that chance and I can’t wait to repay their faith.”

Having spent 10 years as tenants at 
Bromley’s Hayes Lane ground, Cray are aim¬ 
ing to move into a new stadium on Sandy 
Lane, St Paul’s Cray, in 2014. 

The Crockenhill game forms part of the Cray 
Festival Week and Wanderers manager Ian 
Jenkins admitted this was a special time to 
manage the world’s second-oldest football club. 

He said: “It’s going to be fantastic - the 
whole year will be - and I can’t wait for it to 
get started. It will be nice to have the game 
there, it’s been advertised well and it’ll give 
us a good idea of the sort of crowds we could 
expect there.” 

Jenkins guided Wanderers to safety in the 
Ryman Premier this season and while he 
cannot wait for Cray’s return home, he paid 
tribute to their long-term landlords. 

“Fair play to Bromley,” he said. “They’ve 
done us proud over the last 10 years and our 
crowds have really picked up. 

‘We started playing there in front of 80 or 
90 and we’re now averaging up around 220, 
which reflects what we’re doing on the pitch.” 


Fewer teams threat 
to future of league 


THE Kent League’s Premier Division could 
feature just 15 teams next season, raising 
concerns among the remaining clubs about 
the competition’s long-term future. 

The division featured 16 sides this season, 
but with champions Faversham Town pro¬ 
moted and no new sides guaranteed to enter, 
there could only be 28 league games per club 
in the next campaign. 

It is not a new problem for the division, 
which has reduced in size largely as a result 
of its own success. Maidstone, Ramsgate and 
Whitstable are among a host of recent cham¬ 
pions to move up to the Ryman South and not 
look back. 

John Bathurst, chairman at Heme Bay, 
admitted it was a worry. 

He said: “The league won’t fold but it will 
make a mockery of it. Probably the biggest 
concern is next year. If either Heme Bay or 
Hythe go for promotion - and I’m sure they 
will - you could have 14 and it’s untenable to 
have a league like that.” 

Colin Page, chairman at Norton Sports, 
agreed. 

He said: “It’s very difficult, but you are con¬ 
cerned because of the decline and the ramifi¬ 
cations it could have in the long term.” 

The division could yet have a new team in 
August, with Bexleyheath side Phoenix 
Sports potentially able to come up from the 
County League below. They are the only club 
to have applied for promotion and still have a 
chance of finishing in the top two, but they do 
not have floodlights and are awaiting plan¬ 
ning permission. 

Holmesdale faced a similar situation three 
years ago and were let in, but it was on the 
proviso lights would be granted. Progress 
would need to be made by Phoenix before the 
County League’s AGM next month, but it is

all dependent on whether the club, which 
began the weekend fifth, can win their games 
in hand to finish in the top two. 

Denise Richmond, league chairman, 
acknowledged having 15 clubs was far from 
ideal, but has no alternative until the long- 
awaited step six division is introduced as a 
bridge between the County and Kent leagues. 

She said: “We haven’t got a choice. It doesn’t 
matter what I can say, we can’t magic a team up. 

“I think it’s an issue competitively for the 
clubs, they would want more teams. In the 
bigger picture this stresses the need for push¬ 
ing step six because the gap between steps 
five and seven are so wide.” 

Step six will not happen until the 2011/12 
campaign at the earliest. To help make up for 
the reduction in games the Kent League 
plans to discuss altering the structure of their 
cup competitions as a temporary measure.

At the time the club were opti¬ 
mistic of securing a grant from the Football 
Foundation to construct a 3,000 capacity 
ground, but the subsequent bid failed. 


With no progress made in the interim, Ash is 
now keen to recoup his investment. Bowden- 
Brown confirmed it was the reason for next 
Friday’s meeting, but at this stage it is unclear 
whether Ash’s money has been spent - 
although the chairman did say it had been 
“invested in the club” - and, if so, how the 
Stones could raise £100,000 to pay him back. 

The United chairman, who owns a 49 per 
cent stake in the club, remains committed but 


raised the possibility he could step down, 
although it is thought Ash does not want to 
succeed him. 

Bowden-Brown said: “When Oliver invest¬ 
ed in the club it was written into the agree¬ 
ment that he would be entitled to his 
£100,000 back if the club had not achieved 
the progress desired. He is entitled to his 
money back, whether it means I will leave the 
club, then so be it.”

MARK Stimson has decided 
which Gillingham players he 
intends to offer contracts this 
summer, but warned they may 
have to accept lower wages to 
stay at Priestfield. 

Half the first-team squad’s deals expire in 
the next few weeks, but as with last season, 
no renewal talks will begin until the club 
know which division they will be competing 
in come August. 

The one exception is skipper Barry Fuller, 
who has a deal on the table but has yet to sign. 

Stimson has made it clear in recent weeks 
all the players still had a chance to prove 
themselves worthy of a new deal. Now the 
opportunity has passed, with the Gills boss 
clear over who he wants to keep and who 
will be shown the door. 

Some, like Garry Richards and Tom 
Wynter, can be confident of having talks 
while others, such as Luis Cumbers and 
Andy Pugh, who have not made a first-team 
appearance this season, may need to consid¬ 
er their options. 

Much depends on whether the club can 
avoid relegation and stay in League One this 
season, but even if they stay up Stimson is 
clear the strict budget will remain. 

“At the end of it all it’s going to be down to 
finances,” he said. “Someone might be 
offered a deal from us, but they might be 
able to get a better deal somewhere else with 
more security. 

“I think my mind’s made up now on the 
players and one or two might decide to go 
somewhere else because of deals we might 
put to them. That’s up to them; we’ll do 
what’s right for the club. 

“One or two have given themselves a bet¬ 
ter chance, but at the end of the day it’s 
going to be down to deals. Some are on good 
deals now and they might not be offered 
such a good deal. They might not be expect¬ 
ing that, so it will be interesting.” 
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It could be a recurring theme this summer, 
and not just at Gillingham. The days of 
lengthy contracts dished out by clubs lower 
down the Football League are largely a thing 
of the past as the game struggles to manage 
its debts in a tough economic climate. 

After years of players steadily strengthen¬ 
ing their control over negotiations, the bal¬ 
ance of power is shifting back towards clubs 
due to the increasing number of free agents 
looking for clubs every summer. 

Stimson believes he will be operating from 
a position of strength in talks with his play¬ 
ers, which could give them greater value for 
money than in the past. 

He said: “I think clubs now are really in 
the driving seat because so many players out 
there are available. This summer will be a 
good one for clubs to put contracts over to 
players that might not be as secure as 
before. The only way to get that [security] is 
hopefully by doing what they love doing the 
most, by playing football matches. If I had 
been able to do that on a couple of deals here 
I’d have been laughing now, but we haven’t.” 

One example of the changing pattern is 
John Nutter. The full-back was a virtual 
ever-present last season but was only guar¬ 
anteed a one-year contract, plus the incen¬ 


tive of another season if he played a specified 
number of games in this campaign. 

Another consistent year has seen Nutter 
surpass the target, triggering the additional 
clause. Such conditions, including ‘pay as 
you play’ deals for old or injury-prone play¬ 
ers, are not new but are becoming more 
widespread. 

Stimson admitted the stipulations are not 
always popular, but felt it does keep players 
on their toes. 

He said: “It was a challenge for John and 
he’s passed it, so fair play to him. It was a 
good challenge, he had to get in the team to 
get the quota.” 
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
